MINUTES 

OF    THE 

THIRTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  MEETING 


Court  House,  Waynesville.,  N".  C,  June  26.    1912. 

The  Thirty-Third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  called  to  order  by  President 
E.  T.  Whitehead  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.,  in  the  Court  House, 
Waynesville.  The  Convention  was  opened  with  prayer  by 
Bishop  Atkins. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion was  dispensed  with,  as  they  had  been  distributed  to  all 
the  members  previous  to  this  session.  Poll  was  called  and  a 
quorum  being  present  the  President  said  the  Convention 
was  ready  for  business. 

President  Whitehead  introduced  General  E.  D.  Gilmer, 
Mayor  of  Waynesville,  who,  in  his  hospitable  breezy  man- 
ner welcomed  the  druggists  and  their  friends  and  bade  them 
"take  the  city." 

The  President  asked  First  Vice-President  J.  G.  M.  Cor- 
don of  Clayton,  to  respond  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  to 
the  gracious  words  of  welcome. 

RESPONSE  TO  ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME 

General  Gilmer,  Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

At  a  late  hour — I  may  truthfully  state,  at  the  last  minute — it  fell 
to  my  lot  to  perform  the  pleasant  duty  of  responding  to  your  beautiful 
address  of  welcome.  Having  never  made  but  one  such  performance 
before,  then  in  the  callow  days  of  my  youth;  it  was  in  the  "Beautiful 
City  by  the  Sea" — Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  when  it  was  shown  me 
next  morning  in  the  Morning  Star  by  one  who  is  now  one  of  your  most 
honored  citizens,  then  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Morganton,  I  asked  who 
delivered  it.     Then   as  now,   it  was  on  the  spur  of  the   moment,   and 
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when  approached  by  our  President  to  make  the  response  to  Mayor 
Green  of  Wilmington,  I  had  just  returned  from  Wrightsville  Beach, 
where  the  night  before  with  kindred  spirits  of  youth,  we  had  indulged 
in  the  sports  that  youth  terms  "a  good  time,"  and  I  refused,  feeling 
unable  to  meet  the  requirements,  but  the  President  would  hear  of  no 
refusal,  so  with  other  friends  we  repaired  to  the  little  room  under 
the  office  of  the  Hotel  and  prepared  for  the  occasion.  I  called  in  a 
lawyer  friend  of  mine — you  know  General  they  can  prepare  a  brief  for 
a  fellow  in  distress, — and  he  arranged  some  most  beautiful  lines  for 
the  occasion.  I  immediately  went  to  work  to  commit  them  to  memory; 
thinking  I  had  them,  we  entered  the  convention  hall.  I  remember 
rising  to  my  feet  and  addressing  the  Chair,  all  the  rest  remains  a 
blank  to  this  day.  I  am  now,  thank  God,  a  more  sober-minded  man, 
but  new  in  the  speaking  line. 

You  can  be  sure  of  one  thing  though  Sir :  that  words  spoken  on 
the  impulse  of  the  moment  have  the  true  thought  of  the  mind  and 
wish  of  the  heart. 

Sir :  your  spoken  words  cheer  the  soul,  and  warm  the  heart  to  a 
people  already  kind  and  good  to  us.  You  see  before  you  a  body  of 
men  noted  for  their  self-denial  and  life  of  service  to  their  fellows, 
open-hearted,  genial  and  true.  I  should  be  remiss  in  my  duty,  did  I 
not  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  in  our  meeting  at  Morehead 
City  last  year  when  your  generous  invitation  was  extended  to  us,  many 
had  never  seen  your  beautiful  city,  but  its  fame  for  scenic  beauty, 
its  beauty  of  location  so  finely  set  among  the  hills  from  which  David 
says  so  strongly  "From  whence  I  draw  my  strength."  The  beauty  of 
your  homes  was  known,  but  Sir,  when  the  beauty  of  your  women 
was  mentioned,  the  younger  set  of  our  membership  arose  as  one  man 
and  voted  unanimously  for  Waynesville,  saying,  "Let  us  go  and  see 
those  girls."

No  more  beautiful 
spot  can  be  found  in  the  Old  North  State's  mountain  country  than 
the  City  of  the  Rhododendron.  Being  a  sand-lapper,  and  loving  the 
Pond  Lily,  I  can  only  say  that  next  to  it  is  the  Rhododendron,  so  quietly 
beautiful  on  its  hillside  home. 

We  thank  you  for  your  welcome,  will  cherish  your  entertainment 
which  we  are  lavishly  receiving,  and  will  return  to  our  homes  after 
our  meeting  with  fond  recollections  of  our  stay  among  you. 

President  Whitehead  asked  for  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee.

Among  the  visitors  in  attendance  was  Mr.  E.  L.  Brandis, 
of  Richmond,  Secretary  of  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation.    Mr.  Brandis  was  accorded  the  floor. 

Mr.  Brandis  thanked  the  Association  for  their  recognition. 
He  suggested  to  the  body  the  question  of  reciprocity  between 
the  Pharmacy  Boards  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  and 
said  he  hoped  that  in  a  short  time  the  one  Board  would  recog- 
nize and  grant  license  to  a  pharmacist  holding  a  certificate  of 
registration  from  the  neighboring  Board. 

Mr.  R.  L.  Powers  of  the  wholesale  firm  of  Powers  Taylor 
Drug  Company  of  Richmond  was  called  upon  for  a  talk.  He 
expressed  the  hope  and  desire  that  the  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociations of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  might  meet  in 
joint  session.  He  said  that  added  strength  and  power  would 
be  obtained  by  such  a  union. 

Mr.  Reinheimer,  representing  the  Cliff  Weil  Cigar  Com- 
pany, when  called  upon  for  a  speech  expressed  his  gratifica- 
tion at  being  present  and  said  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  attend 
other  meetings  in  the  future. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Hancock  read  a  telegram  from  Dr.  H. 
M.  Whelpley  of  Saint  Louis,  Editor  of  Meyer  Brothers  Drug- 
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gist,  Secretary  of  the  Missouri  Pharmaceutical  Association 
and  Treasurer  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association :

A  satisfactory  meeting  and  a  large  delegation  from  North  Carolina 
for  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  Convention  is  the  wish 
of  the  Meyers  Bros.  Druggists.  H.  M.  WhelpeEy,  Editor. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Miller,  another  visitor  in  attendance  from  Rich- 
mond, when  called  upon  for  a  talk,  responded  and  in  a  few 
well  chosen  words  thanked  the  Association  for  the  recogni- 
tion accorded  him. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Van  Gorder  of  Elkhart,  Indiana,  responded  in 
a  very  poetical  manner  when  asked  for  a  speech.  The  poem 
he  recited,  "Where  Do  You  Go  From  Here/'  brought  forth 
much  laughter  from  the  members. 

Upon  motion  the  meeting  adjourned  until  two-thirty 
(2:30)  p.m. 
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SECOND  SESSION" 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Whitehead 
at  3 :30  P.  M. 

Vice-President  J.  G.  M.  Cordon  was  called  to  the  Chair 
and  President  Whitehead  proceeded  to  deliver  his  annual 
message  to  the  Association. 

ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen   of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

I  most  heartily  appreciate  the  spirit  of  welcome  shown  to  our  Asso- 
ciation by  the  warm-hearted  and  open-handed  people  of  Waynes- 
ville.  There  is  something  in  this  mountain  atmosphere,  in  this 
freedom  from  artificiality,  and  in  the  preponderance  of  natural  at- 
tributes and  environment  which  makes  for  earnestness,  for  serious- 
ness and  for  enjoyment  of  one's  work  which  augurs  well  for  ac- 
complishment, and  this  33d  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  should  establish  a  new  standard  of  well- 
doing, and,  as  a  result  of  its  deliberation,  make  more  easy  the  way 
for  its  successors  along  the  "main-traveled  road"  to  pharmaceutical 
accomplishment. 

It  is  customary  for  the  President  of  this  Association  to  embody  in 
his  annual  address  a  record  of  the  year,  and  to  blaze  the  trail  for 
future  advancement.  He  has  not  selected  the  trail  to  follow,  for  that 
has  been  the  choice  of  his  fellow  members,  and  there  is  nothing  of 
egotism  in  his  suggestions  and  recommendations,  for  they  are  but  the 
crystalization  in  address  of  form  of  the  aspirations  of  those  making 
up  the  Association.  He  is  but  the  scout  sent  ahead  to  the  brook  of 
Eschol  into  the  land  of  plenty  and  of  milk  and  honey,  to  report  back 
his  findings  to  those  who  sent  him. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  serious  import  to  our  profession.  Rarely 
before  in  the  history  of  our  country  have  there  been  so  many  or  so 
diversified  rulings  and  decisions,  laws  and  attempted  legal  enact- 
ments, as  during  the  twelve  months  since  last  we  met  in  annual  con- 
vention. Your  scout,  gentlemen,  has  found  many  vital  topics  upon 
which  to   report. 

AN    OPPORTUNITY   AND   A   DUTY 

There  are  more  than  800  registered  druggists  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina— and  less  than  300  are  members  of  this  Association.  This 
situation  calls  for  intelligent,  systematic  action  on  our  part,  that  more 
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of  our  fellows  may  become  affiliated  with  us,  with  corresponing  help- 
fulness to  themselves  and  with  a  resultant  increase  in  the  productive 
effort  of  this  body  for  the  betterment  of  pharmacy  and  for  our  mutual 
protection. 

Every  State  Association  has  faced  a  similiar  situation.  There  is 
everywhere  a  real  difficulty  in  keeping  a  certain  proportion  of  the 
druggists  interested  in  the  work  and  the  aims  of  such  a  body  as  ours 
— but  this  very  difficulty  should  -be  an  incentive  to  redoubling  our  ef- 
forts to  make  our  Association  not  only  representative  of  the  drug 
trade  of  the  Old  North  State  but  an  embodiment  of  that  trade.  We 
should  be  so  organized  and  so  strong  a  body  that  our  requests  to 
legislators  would  be  hailed  not  as  the  petition  of  a  druggist's  organi- 
zation but  as  the  word  of  the  State  druggists  themselves. 

How  shall  we  reach  this  end?  What  means  shall  we  adopt  to  in- 
terest and  hold  the  attention  of  druggists  who  are  not  as  yet  num- 
bered among  us? 

Precedent  seems  to  rule  that  our  meetings  should  be  held  alternately 
at  the  seashore,  in  some  municipal  center  and  in  the  mountains,  and 
it  must  be  admitted  that  this  variety  has  been  the  source  of  much 
pleasure  to  our  membership,  and  has  resulted  in  bringing  out  many 
who  might  not  find  it  convenient  to  attend  our  meetings  year  after 
year  were  they  to  be  held  in  cities  or  in  large  towns.  But  there  is  an- 
other side  to  this,  and  in  view  of  our  aim  to  build  our  membership 
it  cannot,  must  not  be  overlooked.  We  owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to 
pharmacy  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  promote  the  interests  of  this 
Association,  even  though  it  may  result  in  a  change  of  policy. 

By  holding  our  sessions  in  the  larger  centres  of  population  for  the 
next  few  years  we  would  gain  the  attention  of  the  local  pharmacists 
and  interest  them — through  civic  pride  if  for  no  other  reason — in  our 
deliberations  and  entertainment.  We  would  be  given  more  newspaper 
publicity,  for  even  newspapers  will  pay  more  attention  to  happenings 
in  their  own  city  than  to  those  elsewhere — always  excepting  a  na- 
tional convention  of  one  of  the  great  political  parties..  We  should 
neglect  no  opportunity  to  make  the  public  familiar  with  our  aims  and 
accomplishments,  and  thus  create  an  ever-increasing  sentiment  in  favor 
of  what  we  are  seeking  to  accomplish.  From  favorable  sentiment  to 
actual  participation  is  but  a  step,  but  it  is  a  step  we  are  seeking  to 
have  taken  in  unison  with  our  own. 

The  Committee  on  Membership  should  utilize  modern  business 
methods  in  arousing  and  retaining  the  interest  of  non-members,  by 
sending  out  carefully  written  "follow-up"  letters,  etc.  It  might  be 
well  to  employ  a  paid  organizer  for  several  months  each  year  to  se- 
cure members,  or,  better  still,  this  work  could  be  effectively  done — 
as  in  other  States — through  the  commercial  travelers,  who  could  be 
given  a  percentage  of  the  first  year's  due  payments  with   a  suitable 
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prize  in  addition  to  the  traveler  bringing  in  the  greatest  number  of 
new   members. 

The  Indiana  State  Ph.  A.,  which  faced  a  situation  similar  in  many 
respects  to  our  own,  went  so  far  as  to  offer  a  considerable  induce- 
ment to  these  traveling  men  to  exert  themselves  in  their  own  par- 
ticularly effective  way.  A  number  of  the  State  Association  members 
agreed  to  allow  their  "want  books"  to  accumulate  considerable  lists 
of  goods,  and  these  were  combined  into  an  order  having  a  value  of 
several  thousand  dollars,  which  was  given  to  the  traveling  man  who 
brought  in  the  largest  number  of  applications  for  membership  in  the 
State  body.  There  is  no  necessity  of  stating  what  was  the  fact — thf 
Hoosier  druggists  were  thoroughly  and  enthusiastically  canvassed — 
for  the  salesmen  were  looking  for  those  orders  and  meant  to  get 
them,  with  coresponding  benefit  to  the  State  Association. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  interest  I  would  urge  the  value  of 
the  annual  volume  of  Proceedings  as  propaganda  material.  Make 
it  a  vade  mecum  of  the  laws  and  regulations  under  which  the  pharma- 
cist does  business.  Embody  within  it  not  only  the  rulings  and  de- 
cisions of  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  but  a  codification  of  the 
pharmacy  and  liquor  laws,  internal  revenue  and  excise  regulations, 
laws  relating  to  soft  drinks,  fruit  syrups,  ice  cream,  etc.,  in  short,  all 
the  regulations  adopted  by  the  authorities  for  enforcing  the  various 
legals  enactments,  State  and  National. 

Such  a  volume  would  present  in  tangible  form  the  value  of  asso- 
ciated  effort. 

The  organization  of  local  associations — or  branches  of  the  State 
body — in  counties,  as  has  been  done  in  Ohio  has  proved  an  important 
factor  in  increasing  State  membership. 

The  discussion  of  these  points  leads  one  naturally  and  logically  to 
the  relation  which  the  Traveling  Men's  Auxiliary  should  bear  to  this 
Association  and  its  work.  The  traveling  man  from  the  very  nature 
of  his  business  has  an  extended  and  intimate  acquaintance  with  the 
druggists  of  the  State,  and  something  should  be  done  to  extend  his 
privileges  and  encourage  his  attendance  at  our  meetings,  by  recog- 
nition of  his  Association  as  a  co-ordinate  which  should  be  given  a 
place  in  our  programme  and  a  voice  in  our  arrangements.  The 
traveling  man  is  by  nature  a  trade  missionary.  He,  too,  is  a  scout, 
and  we  would  welcome  his  aid  in  the  upbuilding  of  our  Association 
and  in  bettering  pharmaceutical  conditions  in  North  Carolina. 

If  this  Association  is  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  all  the  phar- 
macists of  the  State  it  must  be  prepared  to  meet  their  wants — it  must 
have  something  tangible  to  offer  to  the  average  business  man  who 
demands  a  quid  pro  quo.  Clerks  are  always  in  demand,  and  it  is  im- 
portant they  should  be  given  a  hearing;  we  should  be  in  a  position  to 
•obtain  qualified  clerks  at  all  times;  and  clerks  of  this  character  should 
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be  able  to  obtain  positions  when  in  need  of  them.  I  would  suggest 
that  the  Association  seriously  consider  the  advisability  of  instituting 
a  correspondence  bureau — preferably  under  the  direction  of  the  Sec- 
retary— for  the  registration  of  clerks  desiring  employment  and  of 
proprietors  desiring  clerks.  If  properly  conducted,  such  a  bureau  could 
be  made  of  immense  value  as  a  membership  agency,  and  its  feasibility 
could  be  tested  at  a  small  expense. 

OUR    BY  -  LAWS 

Modern  methods  require  modern  tools.  Urine  analysis  and  blood 
count  would  not  be  possible  for  the  druggist  with  the  back-room  ap- 
paratus of  ioo  years  ago  or  50  years  ago.  Our  State  has  made  great 
progress  along  all  lines  since  our  By-Laws  were  drafted  and  adopted, 
and  I  suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Association  to 
revise  them  and  bring  them  more  in  keeping  with  our  present  needs 
and  with  a  view  to  immediate  future  developments.  I  would  further 
suggest  that  this  committee  be  given  one  year  in  which  to  carry  out 
this  work,  they  to  report  in  print  to  the  membership  just  prior  to  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

REGISTRATION    PREREQUISITES 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  last  year  favoring  college  grad- 
uation as  a  prerequisite  to  registration  in  pharmacy  little  has  been 
accomplished  in  this  direction..  Most  of  the  legislation  that  has  been 
attempted  in  other  States  since  our  last  meeting  has  not  been  enacted 
into  law,  a  condition  which  tends  to  show  that  there  was  little  real 
public  demand  or  that  conditions  were  not  deemed  favorable  for  the 
enactment  of  such  prerequisite  laws.  In  New  Jersey  a  bill  carrying 
such  a  proviso  was  introduced  in  the  Legislature  but  did  not  pass, 
some  of  the  most  telling  objections  made  in  the  debate  upon  the  meas- 
ure being  against  this  very  clause.  The  possible  greater  scarcity  of 
clerks  under  a  prerequisite  law  has  been  a  mooted  question,  and  de- 
spite arguments  to  the  contrary,  has  had  its  effect.  We  should,  there- 
fore, go  slowly  before  urging  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  unless 
we  can  be  certain  that  the  results  will  be  favorable  to  us  as  pharma- 
cists. At  the  same  time  we  are  in  a  position  to  advocate  a  higher  de- 
gree of  preliminary  education  on  the  part  of  would-be  pharmacists  as 
a  condition  for  entrance  to  examinations. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Phar- 
macy there  has  been  a  general  forward  movement  in  pharmacy 
throughout  the  country,  and  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation cannot  afford  to  be  either  backward  or  lax  in  this  matter  of 
a  proper  preliminary  education  or  in  indorsing  the  work  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy.  Further  than  this,  we 
should  urge  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy 
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to  take  an  active  part  in  this  great  national  movement  for  unification 
and  correlated  effort  which  means  so  much  for  the  general  uplift 
of   pharmacy   and   pharmacists. 

SUNDAY  CLOSING 

No  movement  which  directly  affects  the  conduct  of  a  drug  store 
has  received  a  greater  impetus  during  the  past  year  than  that  for 
shorter  hours  and  Sunday  closing.  In  several  states,  notably  in  Wis- 
consin this  has  been  made  a  direct  issue  by  organizations  of  drug 
clerks,  and  in  New  York,  Indiana,  Illinois,  California  and  other  States 
the  druggists  have  granted  a  Sunday  respite,  with  consequent  relief 
to  themselves,  and  without  resulting  monetary  loss.  In  some  States, 
as  in  New  York  and  California,  the  number  of  hours  to  be  worked 
by  drug  clerks  has  been  established  by  law.  In  others,  by  mutual 
agreement,  the  stores  have  been  closed  on  Sunday  afternoon,  usually 
from  i  till  5  or  6  P.  M.  In  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  as  well  as  in 
other  sections,  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  druggists  them- 
selves to  close  at  g  P.  M.  on  every  day  but  Saturday. 

This  seems  to  me  to  be  pre-eminently  a  matter  for  the  druggists  to 
settle  themselves,  without  awaiting  the  possible  antagonistic  interven- 
tion of  State  legislators.  It  has  been  shown  that  there  is  no  monetary 
loss  by  such  closing,  since,  the  fact  being  generally  known,  customers 
make  their  purchases  at  other  times  without  inconvenience.  By  meet- 
ing this  demand  of  the  clerks  our  druggists  could  arrange  the  hours 
for  themselves  without  being  subject  to  an  arbitrary  State  rule,  and 
would,  at  the  same  time,  gain  the  vantage  point  of  having  granted  a 
concession  even  before  it  was  asked.  From  the  viewpoint  of  the 
employing  druggist  such  a  concession  would  be  the  most  politic 
answer  to  the  agitation  fast  spreading  over  the  country  in  behalf  of 
those  drug  clerks'  organizations  which  partake  more  nearly  of  the 
characteristics  of  trade  unions.  At  the  present  time  the  "long  hours 
and  Sunday  work"  argument  of  the  agitator-organizer  is  his  most 
effective  weapon,  and  it  is  in  our  power  to  dull  it  most  effectually 
as  far  as  the  Old  North  State  is  concerned. 

Personally,  I  would  appreciate  shorter  hours  and  a  Sunday  breath- 
ing spell,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  majority  of  the  members  of  this 
Association  will  agree  with  me  that  we  should  seriously  consider  the 
advisability  of  some  such  working  arrangement,  to  be  originated 
and  controlled  by  all  druggists.  We  can  so  fit  the  application  to 
our  business  that  we  shall  not  be  handicapped  by  it — something  that 
cannot  be  said  of  other  regulatory  laws  passed  by  legislators  who  are 
subject  to  influences  of  directly  contrary  import  and  who,  too  often, 
take  the  middle  of  the  road  as  the  best  solution  of  a  legal  difficulty, 
thereby  satisfying  neither  the  friends  or  opponents  of  a  movement, 
and  oftentimes  working  grave  injury. 
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LEGISLATIVE    MATTERS 

I  do  not  wish  to  anticipate  the  report  of  our  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation, for  I  realize  it  has  done  conscientious  work  for  the  Associa- 
tion and  for  the  interest  of  our  individual  members.  This  committee 
is  a  most  important  unit  in  association  work,  and  is  the  real  machinery 
which  must  be  put  in  motion  to  effect  whatever  we  may  hope  to  gain 
from  legislation   for  the  protection  of  the  public  and  our  calling. 

The  many  objectionable  measures  which  have  come  up  in  various 
State  capitals,  as  well  as  in  Congress,  during  the  year  just  closing, 
prompt  the  question  :  "Why  should  drug  interests  wait  for  the  pre- 
sentation of  some  reform  bill  by  interested  parties  outside  of  the 
trade  when  it  is  within  our  province  and  our  power  to  resolutely  and 
intelligently  face  the  whole  question  of  reform  legislation,  and  take  the 
initiative  in  shaping  reasonable  laws?"  I  recommend,  and  further, 
urge  that  the  incoming  committee  canvass  the  situation  thoroughly, 
without  fear  or  favor,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  public  and  the  drug- 
gist. If  it  shall  appear  that  either  new  or  perfecting  legislation  is 
needed  for  the  protection  of  pharmacists  or  for  the  safeguarding  of 
their  intrests,  then  with  all  the  weight  of  influence  which  this  organi- 
zation can  bring  to  bear,  and  with  the  aid  of  every  citizen  we  can  in- 
duce to  act  with  us  let  us  as  the  North  Carolina  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  take  the  initiative  and — gain  the  credit  for — intelligent 
leadership  in  such  a  legislative  campaign. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  we  urge  upon  our  Legislative  Com- 
mittee the  necessity  of  keeping  in  close  touch  with  proposed  Federal 
enactments  affecting  pharmacists,  and  that  they  be  empowered  to 
either  aid  or  oppose  such  legislation  as  spokesmen  of  our  Association, 
accordingly  as  our  best  welfare  demands.  With  our  meeting  held  in 
the  summer,  at  the  close  of  one  legislative  year,  and  prior  to  the  open- 
ing of  another,  general  action  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association  is  impossible  at  the  time  when  either  agressive  offence 
or  defence  is  a  necessity,  and  it  behooves  us  to  empower  Our  Legisla- 
tive Committee  to  become  not  only  scouts,  but  picked  sharpshooters  on 
the   firing  line. 

And  I  might  add  that  by  becoming  an  Association  which  "does  things" 
we  shall  have  answered  for  all  time  the  question  of  membership  which 
we  have  already  discussed. 

OF    NATIONAL    IMPORTANCE 

Of  the  proposed  national  measures  brought  before  the  last  session 
of  Congress  there  are  several  of  almost  equal  importance  as  affecting 
the  future  of  the  drug  trade,  those  relating  to  the  establishment  of  a 
National  Board  of  Health,  the  opium  licensing  bill;  the  stamp  tax 
provision  of  the  Shirley  bill;  the  proposed  new  patent  law,  which, 
while  nominally  aimed  to  prevent  patent  monopoly,  carries  with  it  a 
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proviso  forbidding  price  protection;  the  parcels  post  rider  to  the 
postoffice  appropriation  bill.  The  court  decisions  in  which  we  as 
druggists  and  citizens  are  most  interested  were  the  so-called  "John- 
son Cancer  Cure"  labelling  decision,  and  the  Dick  mimeograph  verdict 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  prima  facie  established  the  right  to  a 
patent  monopoly,  and  has  since  resulted  in  the  proposed  revision  of 
the  patent  laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  proposal  to  establish  a  National  Board  of  Health  for  the  con- 
trol, discharge  and  supervision  of  all  government  activities  which  con- 
cern the  public  health,  and  the  consequent  consolidation  of  govern- 
ment departments  with  conflicting  powers  and  duties  is  one  which 
is  meeting  with  widespread  approval  as  a  measure  of  economy  and 
administrative  effectiveness.  If  such  a  bureau  shall  be  administered 
in  the  interests  of  the  entire  citizenship,  and  shall  not  be  influenced 
in  its  decisions  either  by  financial,  medical  or  political  self-seekers — 
with  a  result  like  unto  that  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  which 
led  to  the  withdrawal  of  Dr.  Harvey  W.  Wiley  and  the  pilloring  of 
Dr.  Henry  H.  Rusby  of  New  York — then  there  seems  to  be  no  rea- 
son why  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  should  not 
support  the  plan  heartily  and  enthusiastically.  But — in  the  organi- 
zaztion  of  such  a  National  Bureau  we  should  insist— and  in  this  po- 
sition we  have  the  indorsement  of  the  majority  of  druggists'  As- 
sociations in  this  country— that  its  establishment  shall  include  a  super- 
vising board  with  proper  representation  from  pharmacy  to  whom  all 
questions  contemplating  changes  from  existing  conditions,  manner  of 
regulation  or  control,  must  be  submitted  and  whose  decision  shall  be 
final  in  governing  the  action  of  the  department.  We  should 
also  insist  that  its  various  sub-departments  include  one  spe- 
cially devoted  to  pharmacy  and  drugs,  and  another  to  chem- 
istry, each  to  be  in  charge  of  a  qualified  person.  The  druggists 
of  this  nation  should  not  be  placed  in  each  Board  creation  at  the 
mercy  of  a  professional  politician,  be  he  an  ex-president,  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  or  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

There  have  been  several  bills  before  Congress  which  have  aimed  to 
so  perfect  the  National  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act  that  improper  labell- 
ing of  proprietary  medicines  and  improper  and  untruthful  statements 
upon  such  labels  shall  become  impossible.  Following  close  upon  the 
Supreme  Court  decision  in  the  "Johnson  Cancer  Cure"  case,  a  special 
message  from  President  Taft  called  upon  Congress  for  explicit  legal 
stipulations  in  regard  to  both  labels  and  curative  claims.  Represen- 
tative Shirley,  of  Kentucky,  and  Richardson,  of  Alabama,  intro- 
duced bills  to  perfect  the  Act,  and  of  these  the  Richardson  bill  is 
the  more  prominent.  The  Shirley  bill  is  too  radical  in  certain  sec- 
tions even  for  the  most  ardent  advocates  of  reform,  while  the  Rich- 
ardson  bill    in    its    original    form    was    nothing   more    or    less    than    a 
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medical  practice  act,  establishing  by  law  a  standard  of  opinion  in  re- 
gard to  matters  of  health,  and  compelling  conformity  therewith  under 
penalties  of  fine  and  imprisonment.  Omitting,  from  lack  of  time, 
more  than  a  reference  to  the  provisions  of  the  bill  which  remove  all 
secret  rights  of  formula  from  the  manufacturers,  it  is  perhaps  suffi- 
cient to  state  that  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  the  Richardson  bill 
forbid  anyone  not  a  practitioner  of  medicine  or  pharmacy  to  manu- 
facture or  sell  any  drug  or.  medicine,  and  that  even  such  household 
remedies  as  epsom  salts,  castor  oil  or  cathartic  pills  could  not  be  sold 
except  by  practicing  pharmacists  and  upon  the  prescription  of  a  phy- 
sician. This  would  practically  make  obligatory  the  calling  of  a  phy- 
sician for  the  slightest  physical  ill,  and  could  not  in  the  long  run  but 
effect  the  total  sales  and  the  general  business  of  the  druggist. 

The  keynote  to  the  decision  in  the  "Johnson  Cancer  Cure" '  case, 
which  was  one  relating  to  false  curative  claims  on  the  label  of  the 
nostrum,  was  :  "Questions  of  therapeutics  and  physiological  effects  are 
matters  of  opinion,  and  the  law  cannot  convict  a  man  for  expressing 
erroneous  opinions,  whatever  it  may  do  in  punishing  wilful  mis-state- 
ment of  fact."  In  other  words  if  the  label  contains  no  positive  state- 
ments that  the  remedy  will  effect  a  cure  the  expression  of  an  opinion 
that  it  will  be  found  helpful — even  in  hopeless  cases — is  not  amenable 
to  law. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  what  position  this 
Association  should  take  in  these  important  matters.  I  have  my  own 
convictions  as  to  how  far  the  government  should  go  in  its  control  of 
matters  affecting  the  public  weal,  and  as  to  what  the  necessary  di- 
vision line  may  be  between  regulation  and  compulsory  enacement.  I 
have  brought  up  the  salient  features  of  these  two  national  instances 
for  your  consideration,  and  I  venture  to  hope  that  some  expression  of 
opinion  shall  be  recorded  before  your  final  adjournment. 

The  establishment  of  a  National  system  of  parcels  post  is  a  mooted 
question.  Personally  I  believe  that  its  general  application  could  not  but 
affect  disastrously  the  business  of  the  smaller  merchants  in  the  smaller 
communities  for  the  benefit  of  the  department  stores  and  mail  order 
houses  in  the  large  cities,  which  by  virtue  of  immense  capital  and 
superior  buying  facilities  are  in  a  position  to  undersell  the  average 
small  storekeeper.  The  government,  under  the  post-office  appropria- 
tion bill,  is  to  make  a  qualified  test  of  this  system,  and  it  behooves  us 
in  the  protection  of  our  own  interests  and  those  of  the  communities 
in  which  we  live  to  keep  closely  in  touch  with  this  experiment  and 
its  results. 

A  question  of  more  local  importance  to  us  as  druggists  is  one  of 
individual  policy.  I  believe  most  heartily  that  we  should  not  be  used 
as  promotion  agents  of  any  proprietary  article  or  medicine  unless  we 
shall  be  given  a  just  percentage  of  the  sales  price  as  our  profit.     I  do 
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not  believe  that  because  a  product  has  been  nationally  advertised  we 
should  be  content  with  half  the  profit  we  receive  from  another  article 
of  the  same  nature.  In  other  words,  I  would  place  the  Association  on 
record  as  opposed  to  promoting  the  sale  of  the  remedies  where  the 
dozen  price  is  more  than  $2.00  for  the  25c  size;  $4.00  for  the  50c.  size, 
and  $8.00  for  the  $1.00  size.  And  I  would  go  farther  than  this,  I 
would  encourage  the  sale  of  similar  remedies  which  bring  us  a  more 
equitable  division  of  the  retail  price. 

U.    S.   P.    AND    N.    F.    IN    DRUG   STORES 

The  work  of  public  officials  and  drug  inspectors  throughout  the 
country  has  established  the  fact  that  in  many  places  pharmacists  are 
still  doing  business  without  having  in  their  possession  the  official  stand- 
ards under  which  they  work — the  latest  editions  of  the  Pharmacopeia 
and  the  National  .Formulary.  The  absence  of  these  works  places  the 
pharmacist  in  an  unfavorable  light  should  proceedings  be  instituted 
against  him,  and  how  can  he  claim  familiarity  with  the  standards,  and 
at  the  same  time  be  compelled  to  admit  that  he  does  not  have  them  at 
hand  for  reference?  In  some  States  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  re- 
quires that  every  drug  store  shall  own  and  have  on  file  at  all  times 
the  latest  editions  of  these  works.  If  such  a  rule  had  been  observed 
during  a  recent  investigation  in  Tennessee  the  officials  could  not  have 
criticised  the  pharmacists  for  their  ignorance  and  non-observance 
of  the  law.  It  behooves  us  as  pharmacists  of  the  old  North  State 
to  profit  by  this  investigation,  and  place  ourselves  in  a  position  where 
no  such  criticism  can  be  lodged  against  us.  I  believe  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  should  insist  upon  this  as  a  condition  of  registration,  and, 
if  the  present  pharmacy  law  does  not  give  the  Board  such  power,  I 
would  urge  that  steps  be  taken  to  amend  the  law  to  this  end. 

Let  us  speak  for  a  moment  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  our 
own  affairs.  I  have  taken  so  much  time  that  I  will  state  them  as 
briefly  and  succinctly  as  possible,  leaving  the  suggestions  to  the  good 
judgment  of  the  members  of  this  Association  for  action,  if  they 
deem  such  wise : 

I  recommend  in  the  interest  of  financial  clarity  the  employment  of  an 
official  auditor  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Association  each  year. 

I  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  to  the  secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  subject  to  the  secretary's  direction,  whose 
expenses  and  compensation  and  the  duration  of  whose  actual  ser- 
vices shall  be  dependent  upon  the  funds  available.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  secretary  and  inspector  has  too  much  to  look  after  to  fully 
meet  the  intent  of  the  State  pharmacy  law,  and  that  a  great  many 
violations  of  the  law  are  going  on — discovered  and  undiscovered. 

I  would  urge  that  we  establish  the  custom  of  having  a  man  of 
national  prominence  address  us  each  year  at  our  annual  convention, 
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and  that  we  invite  some  doctor  of  medicine  to  address  us  in  1913, 
some  national  figure  who  can  give  us  a  better  understanding  of  ques- 
tions affecting  us  as  citizens  and  as  druggists.  I  would  further  urge 
that  some  member  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  be  in- 
vited to  be  with  us  and  address  us  each  year.  The  tendency  will  be 
to  establish  a  closer  bond  between  us,  and  a  clearer  understanding  of 
the  motives  underlying  not  only  their  relations  with  us  but  their  re- 
lation  to  the  public. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  several  committees 
of  the  Association  for  the  spirit  in  which  they  have  undertaken  the 
work  alloted  them,  voicing  at  the  same  time  the  appreciation  felt 
by  the  Association  of  the  results  attained. 

I  would  commend  in  the  heartiest  of  terms  the  work  of  the  State 
Board  of  Phamacy,  and  the  unselfishness  shown  in  carrying  out  as 
they  have  seen  it  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  their  official  po- 
sition. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  interest  you  have  shown  in 
attending  this  annual  convention,  and  again  venture  to  express  the 
hope  that  the  result  of  your  deliberations  will  make  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  pharmacy  and  pharmacists  and  for  the  general  uplift  in 
conditions  in  the  Old  North  State  we  love.

The  work  of  the  Secretary  has  not  been  of  a  very  strenuous  nature 
during  the  past  year  but  he  has  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  office  in  an  acceptable  manner. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  were  published  not  as  promptly 
as  the  Secretary  would  have  desired  but  their  prompt  publication 
seems  almost  impossible  as  there  are  so  many  details  to  look  after 
which  is  the  cause  of  necessary  delay  and  no  one  is  to  blame.

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THIRD  SESSION 

Thursday,  June  27,  1912. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  by 
President  E.  T.  Whitehead. 

A  second  roll  call  was  ordered  and  the  members  that  had 
arrived  since  the  last  meeting  were  reported  as  in  attendance. 

Mr.  E.  \  .  Zoeller,  delegate  to  the  American  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association,  which  held  its  59th  annual  meeting  at  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  presented  the  following  report : 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  THE  AMERICAN  PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

The  fifty-ninth  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Boston  during  the  week 
beginning  August  14th,   191 1. 

Addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Act- 
ing Mayor,  President  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  C.  H. 
Packard  of  the  Local  Druggists. 

Responses  were  made  by  R.  H.  Walker  of  Texas,  and  C.  M.  Ford 
of  Denver. 

The  South  enjoyed  the  honor  of  the  Presidency  in  the  person  of 
E.  G.  Eberle  of  Texas,  who  performed  the  duties  of  the  position 
very  creditably.  His  annual  address  was  comprehensive,  containing 
many  recommendations,  and  was  well  received.  I  will  mention  some  of 
the  recommendations  which  were  adopted :  That  a  National  Legis- 
lative Committee  be  chosen,  one  representative  from  each  State  and 
Territory,  to  consider  such  troublesome  legislative  questions,  as  itiner- 
ant vendors,  habit-forming  drugs,  liquor  selling,  also  the  advisability 
of  codifying  the  existing  Pharmacy  Laws,  with  the  view  of  prepar- 
ing a  model  to  conform  to  the  changed  conditions  since  the  so-called 
Beal  Law  of  1900  was  adopted.  That  the  National  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  be  amended,  so  as  to  have  therapeutic  and  curative  claims  within 
its  scope.  That  a  general  recipe  book  be  prepared  sometime  in  the 
future.  That  the  proposition  to  establish  a  National  Board  of  Heatlh 
be  approved,  with  the  suggestion  that  Pharmacy  be  represented  by  a 
Bureau.  That  on  account  of  the  necessity  of  the  work  of  the  N.  A. 
R.  D.  and  the  A.  Ph.  A.,  in  their  respective  fields,  a  closer  working 
affiliation  should  be  arranged,  so  as  to  secure  economy  of  results. 

Originating  with  the  Committee  on  National  and  State  Legislation, 
an   important  arrangement   was   provided   for — the   establishment   of   a 
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Legislative  Conference,  composed  of  representatives  from  all  the  na- 
tional organizations  in  the  drug  trade,  to  consider  and  agree  upon 
proposed  National  Laws  effecting  these  interests.  The  recently  ap- 
proved Richardson  Bill  is  the  result  of  such  a  conference. 

Among  the  officers,  especially  those  to  whom  is  entrusted  the 
business  management  of  the  Association,  there  was  an  evident  grave 
or  earnest  demeanor,  which  was  attributed  to  the  radical  departure 
from  past  custom,  that,  though  long  considered  was  finally  to  be  taken 
— the  launching  of  the  Journal  and  changes  incident  thereto.  Hence- 
forth the  old  familiar  annual  volume  of  Proceedings  of  the  A.  Ph.  A. 
will  not  appear,  but  in  its  stead  from  Jan.  1st,  1912,  the  monthly  issues 
of  the  Journal  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  The  Report  of  the  Progress  of  Phar- 
macy, brought  nearer  to  date  of  publication  than  heretofore,  the 
Membership  List,  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  other  matter  of  a 
permanent  nature;  to  be  published  yearly  as  the  year-book  of  the 
A.   Ph.  A. 

The  retirement  of  Prof.  Chas.  Caspari,  after  seventeen  years  ser- 
vice, succeeding  the  late  Professor  Maisch,  as  General  Secretary,  was 
lamented.  The  new  position  of  Editor  of  the  Journal  was  created, 
and  it,  and  that  of  General  Secretary  were  combined — Prof.  J.  H.  Beal 
being  chosen  to  occupy  the  dual  position.  As  was  natural  to  expect, 
this  he  has  well  done,  and  his  conduct  of  the  Journal  has  met  with 
specially  marked  favor. 

The  A.  Ph.  A.  is  a  very  liberal  body  in  its  connection  with  pharmacy, 
and  has  among  its  active  members,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  re- 
tailers, professors,  physicians,  chemists ;  and  accounts  for  the  wide 
range  and  number  of  subjects  considered,  so  many  that  its  work  is 
classified  and  disposed  of  in  sections. 

I  will  mention  only  a  few  of  the  subjects  to  indicate  the  scope: — 
Sunday  Closing  and  Shorter  Hours ;  Business  Hints  from  the  Depart- 
ment Stores;  Principles  and  Practice  of  Book-keeping;  the  Cost  of 
Conducting  the  Drug  Business;  Window  Displays;  Years  Progress 
in  Legislation  and  Education  in  Pharmacy;  the  Real  Educational 
Needs  of  the  Pharmacist ;  Infusion  of  Digitalis ;  a  Red  Color  for 
Pharmaceuticals ;  Belladonna  Culture ;  Sanitation  in  Pharmacy ;  Re- 
port on  Quality  of  Drugs  in  the  Market;  the  Physical  and  Chemical 
Constants  of  several  Fixed  Oils;  Standardization  of  Solution  for 
Alkaloidal  Assays;  Note  on  Quality  of  Capsicum;  the  Permanency  of 
some  Astringent  Preparations. 

Concurrent  with  the  A.  Ph.  A.  meeting,  the  National  Association  of 
Boards  of  Pharmacy,  composed  of  Board  members  only;  and  the 
American  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Faculties,  composed  of  Pro- 
fessors only;  have  meetings  to  consider  matters  of  special  import  to 
each  of  them.  Toward  the  close  of  the  meetings  there  is  customarily 
a  joint  session  of  the  legislation  and  educational  interests. 
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At  the  Boston  N.  A.  B.  P.  meeting,  it  appeared  that  33  Boards  were 
active  members,  and  therefore  had  mutual  reciprocity  arrangements, 
and  6  associate  members,  who  for  one  reason  or  another,  could  not 
reciprocate,  but  were  willing  to,  among  which  is  our  own  State  Board. 
Questions  and  examination  methods  were  largely  considered,  in  which 
our  own  compared  creditably.  A  recommendation  was  made  and 
passed  that  all  States  which  do  not  now  issue  Assistant's  Certificates 
arrange  for  and  do  so  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  President's  Address  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Faculties  contained  a 
startling  suggestion,  in  that  the  equipments  and  requirements  of 
schools  and  colleges  of  pharmacy  should  be  more  closely  scrutinized. 
A  paper  on  the  Teaching  of  Pharmaceutical  Arithmetic  brought  out 
the  concensus  of  opinion  that  the  average  pharmaceutical  student  was 
sadly  deficient  in  mathematics. 

At  the  joint  session  a  model  or  specimen  set  of  examination  ques- 
tions, prepared  jointly  by  five  faculty  members  and  five  tfoard  mem- 
bers was  considered. 

A  distinctive  feature  of  the  Boston  meeting  was  an  entertaining, 
informing  and  scholarly  address  delivered  by  Dr.  S.  Solis  Cohen, 
Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine  in  Jefferson  Medical  College,  Phil- 
adelphia, on  the  Relation  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  to  the  Practice  of 
Medicine.  He  defined  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  simply  and  solely  a  book 
of  drug  standards.  It  describes  drugs,  prescribes  methods  of  prepar- 
ation, and  fixes  standards  and  tests  of  identity,  quality  and  purity. 
In  scope  it  should  be  broad  enough  to  include  and  take  under  its 
protection  everything  that  can  be  applied  with  advantage  in  the  medici- 
nal treatment  of  the  sick.  He  decried  the  tendency  of  some  great 
pathologists  and  eminent  diagnosticians  to  depreciate  the  use  of  drugs, 
— therapeutic  nihilism — and  made  it  clear  that  a  drugless  era  was  not 
to  be  feared.  He  did  think,  however,  that  drugs,  as  well  as  other 
means  of  treating  the  sick,  were  largely  misused,  through  ignorance, 
and  advocated  that  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  effects  of  drugs 
be  imparted  in  the  laboratories  and  virtues  learned  from  the  bedside 
to  present  day  students,  so  that  so  many  would  not,  as  young  phy- 
sicians, succumb  to  the  blandishments  of  the  "detail-man."  Said  mis- 
takes were  possible  in  drugless  treatment  as  well  as  drug  treatment, 
and  that  the  wise  physician  used  with  honest  discriminative  skill,  not 
only  drugs,  but  physiologic  measures,  agents  of  biologic  defense,  and 
even  mental  influence.  Only  a  faint  idea  of  this  valuable  address  can 
be  gotten  from  these  remarks.  It  is  well  worth  careful  reading  in  its 
entirety.  It  was  so  well  received  that  the  Association  ordered  it 
printed  separately  for  distribution  amongst  pharmacists  and  physicians. 

The  general  attendance,  was  not  large,  nor  of  average  ability,  but 
rather  of  the  best  American  pharmacists  who  assembled  mainly  with- 
out  selfish   motives,   in   the   interest   of   their   profession.     The   repre- 
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sentation  was,  however,  widespread,  as  in  addition  to  Cuba,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  there  were  attendants     from  thirty-two  States. 

During  the  fiscal  year  258  new  members  were  added,  making  a  total 
of  2,490.  Considering  the  merits  of  this  organization,  the  number 
should  well  be  double. 

In  a  recent  address  our  friend  Prof.  Beal  has  truly  said  that  by  be- 
coming a  member  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.,  "He  will  find  himself  a  con- 
stituent of  a  society  that  has  had  upon  its  roll  of  membership  such 
men  as  Proctor,  Maisch,  Prescott,  Squibb,  Ebert,  Hallberg,  and  every 
other  name  among  the  honored  dead  of  American  Pharmacy  of  the 
past  sixty  years,  and  is  honored  by  the  membership  of  practically  every 
pharmacist  of  note  of  the  present  day;  the  society  that  created  and 
publishes  the  National  Formulary  and  secured  its  adoption  as  a  stand- 
ard of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  that  more  than  any  other  in- 
strumentality has  contributed  to  make  the  U.  S.  P.  one  of  the  leading 
pharmacopceias  of  the  world.  While  its  work  has  been  mainly  along 
scientific  and  professional  lines,  for  the  higher  education  of  pharma- 
cists and  for  legislation  that  will  advance  their  interests,  it  also  recog- 
nizes that  pharmacy  has  commercial  connections  that  cannot  be  ignored 
and  it  has  labored  to  advance  these  as  well  as  the  professional  features. 
It  tries  to  make  its  members  better  pharmacists,  but  it  also  helps  them 
to  become  better  business  men  and  more  successful  financially. 

For  sixty  years  it  has  stood  for  everything  that  is  clean  and  honor- 
able in  pharmacy,  whether  professional  or  commercial,  and  against 
everything  that  is  unclean  and  dishonorable,  and  its  unselfish  and  al- 
truistic labors  have  placed  pharmacy,  medicine  and  the  world  under 
obligations  that  cannot  easily  be  paid.  If  your  names  are  not  added 
to  its  muster  roll,  you  will  not  only  have  denied  yourselves  a  great 
privilege,  but  you  will  have  failed  to  discharge  one  of  the  first  and 
most  fundamental  duties  to  your  profession." 

The  hospitality  and  entertainments  of  the  Yankee  landers  would 
have  been  very  creditable  at  any  point  of  our  Southland.  There  was 
the  customary  President's  reception.  A  dinner  by  the  Massachusetts 
College  of  Pharmacy  Alumni  to  the  visiting  college  graduates.  A 
Smoker  conducted  on  the  German  or  Bohemian  plan,  with  about  400 
guests.  Auto  tours  to  Lexington,  Bunker  Hill,  Concord  and  other 
historical  points.  Visits  to  Fine  Arts  Museum,  Public  Library,  Zoo- 
logical Gardens  and  similar  places.  A  steamboat  sail  with  luncheon 
to  Plymouth  with  its  famous  "Rock"  Museum,  and  historical  memories. 

The  North  Carolina  members  attending  the  meeting  were  I.  W.  Rose, 
F.  B.  Hays,  Prof.  E.  V.  Howell,  and  your  delegate.  The  newly  elected 
members  from  North  Carolina  were  E.  L.  Tarkington,  D.  M.  Field, 
C.  P.  Greyer  and  I.  W.  Rose. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  Denver  during  the  week  of  Aug. 
19th,  1912.  E.  V.  ZoELLER,  Attending  Delegate. 
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Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock,  of  Oxford,  N".  C,  made  his  annual 
report  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina 
Board  of  Pharmacy.

Dear  Sir: — I  enclose  herewith  a  form  of  Resolution,  and  ask  you 
to  present  it  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  your  State  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation, and  also  to  urge  its  adoption. 

It  is  not  a  sentimental  idea,  but  a  plain,  every-day  business  matter. 

In  view  of  the  recent  conditions  in  my  own  neighborhood,  its  value 
to  the  retail  druggist  cannot  be  overestimated,  and  the  acceptance  of 
this  principle  by  the  newspapers  will  save  the  conscientious  druggist 
much  anxiety  and  disagreeable  notoriety. 

A  similar  request  was  sent  last  year,  but  owing  to  the  date  on  which 
the  letters  were  mailed,  it  was  too  late  for  many  of  the  State  meet- 
ings. 

However,  the  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Pennsylvania  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  National  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association,  Phil- 
adelphia Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  and  with  the  endorsement  of 
several  local  medical  societies,  and  especially  the  assistance  of  Dr. 
Joseph  S.  Neff,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  the  co-operation  of  all  the  Philadelphia  newspapers  was  se- 
cured, and  since  last  fall  they  have  complied  with  the  request. 

Mr.  Melville  E.  Stone,  General  Manager  of  the  Associated  Press, 
sent  me  a  most  gratifying  letter,  saying  that  he  was  in  full  sympathy 
with  the  idea,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he  depended  upon  thou- 
sands of  correspondents,  would  do  what  he  could  to  bring  them  into 
line. 

Enclosed  you  will  also  find  a  list  of  State  Associations  and  other 
organizations  that  have  notified  me  of  their  endorsement  of  the  reso- 
lution, and  this  year  I  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  adding  the  name 
of  your  Association. 

When  you  reflect  that  inside  of  six  months,  I  have,  practically 
single  handed,  changed  the  custom  of  the  press  of  the  third  city  of 
the  United  States,  and  gained  the  good-will  and  promise  of  the  As- 
sociated Press,  you  will  agree  with  me  in  thinking  the  plan  thoroughly 
practicable. 

It  is  a  record  of  which  I  am  proud,  and  it  should  encourage  some 
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one  in  each  state  to  undertake  the  work,  until  this  feature  is  made  the 
policy  of  every  newspaper  in  the  United  States. 

Should  your  Association  take  favorable  action  at  this  time,  kindly 
write  me,  noting  the  date  on  which  the  resolution  was  adopted,  and 
if  changed  in  form,  send  a  copy.

Therefore  be  it  Resolved  that  we  recommend  that  the  members  of  the 
National  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association  request  the  proprietors  of 
newspapers  in  their  vicinity  to  omit  in  future  the  publication  of  these 
details.

Dear  Mr.  Vaughan  :— The  N.  A.  R.  D.  extends  to  the  North  Car- 
olina State  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  annual  session  assembled  at 
Waynesville,  most  hearty  and  fraternal  greetings,  and  hopes  it  may 
have  a  large  and  very  fraternal  meeting.

As  you  well  know  several  bills  have  been  introduced  into  Congress 
which  if  enacted  into  laws  would  undoubtedly  prove  very  detrimental 
to  the  Retail  Drug  trade  interests,  and  with  a  view  of  either  defeating 
them  entirely  or  amending  them,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  them 
negligible  in  operation,  we  are  concentrating  our  efforts  in  that  direc- 
tion. 

We  have  been  doubly  blessed  in  having  as  a  member  of  that  Com- 
mittee a  gentleman  well  versed  in  law  and  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  interests  of  the  retail  druggists.

statement  made  by  him  before  the  House  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mittee at  the  hearing  given  on  the  Richardson  Bill,  Monday,  April  29th, 
and  featured  in  Notes  of  May  2nd  and  May  9th,  1912. 

The  absolute  necessity  of  a  National  Association  of  Retail  Drug- 
gists has  never  been  more  apparent  than  this  year.  It  is  the  retail 
druggists'  refuge  and  safeguard,  for  without  it  his  position  would  be 
one  of  extreme  peril.

Professor  E.  V.  Howell  of  Chapel  Hill,  was  requested  to 
read  his  report  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Papers 
and  Queries. 

In  his  report,  Professor  Howell  recommended  the  return 
to  the  system  of  proposing  queries  and  having  members  to 
accept  them,  thus  assuring  the  Chairman  of  a  certain  num- 
ber of  papers  for  the  approaching  meeting.  A  list  of  papers 
presented  at  the  meetings  from  1882  to  1900  showed  the 
largest  number  under  this  system  in  the  80s. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  pa- 
pers does  not  necessarily  produce  a  healthy,  flourishing  con- 
dition of  the  Association,  but  a  successful  interested  Asso- 
ciation does  produce  papers,  that  is,  the  number  of  papers  in 
any  Association  is  an  index  of  its  health. 

Attention  was  also  called  to  the  fact  that  the  flora  of  West- 
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ern  North  .Carolina  was  of  sufficient  interest  one  hundred 
years  ago  to  have  representatives  of  England,  France,  Ger- 
many, and  Russia  to  send  botanists  to  this  section  to  collect 
plants  for  these  governments.  He  urged  that  we  make  every 
effort  to  have  the  U.  S.  Government  set  aside  a  tract  in  the 
Appalachian  Park  Reservation  for  the  cultivation  and  care 
of  our  indigenous  medicinal  drugs. 

Professor  Howell  exhibited  a  number  of  native  plants  and 
offered  a  prize  for  the  one  recognizing  the  largest  number, 
and  a  second  prize  for  the  next  largest  number.  Mr.  S.  E. 
Welfare  of  Winston-Salem  received  first  prize  and  Mr.  E.  V. 
Zoeller  of  Tarboro,  second  prize. 

A  paper  on  the  scope  of  the  work  of  pharmacists  in  the 
IT.  S.  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service  by  Mr. 
Claude  Cannon  was  read  by  Professor  Howell.

A  motion  was  made  for  adjournment  until  two  thirty 
(2:30)  P.  M. 
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FOURTH  SESSION 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2 :30  by  President 
Whitehead. 

Dr.  J.  Howell  Way  of  Waynesville,  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  Board  of  Health,  and  for  a  number  of  years  con- 
nected with  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  was  introduced 
to  the  Association.  He  spoke  on  the  ".Civic  Relations  of  the 
Pharmacists."     His  address  follows  : 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association: 

I  like  this  crowd.  If  there  is  anything  I  do  like  about  it,  it  is  the 
way  you  have  of  introducing  folks — short  and  sweet.  Once  a  man 
prayed,  "  Good  Lord,  deliver  me  from  my  introducers  and  traducers." 
I  like  these  folks.  I  have  been  introduced  in  different  ways  in  my 
life,  but  a  unique  introduction  I  had  recently  in  Elizabeth  City,  where 
I  had  gone  to  look  after  the  examination  of  the  undertakers  and 
embalmers  for  their  licenses.  When  I  was  being  introduced  the 
President  told  the  audience  that  I  was  very  fond  of  undertakers  and 
embalmers.  He  said,  "  They  tell  me  that  Dr.  Way  has  done  more  for 
the  undertakers  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  than  any  other  man 
of  his  age  and  experience  in  the  State."  Now,  my  introduction  just 
now  would  suggest  that  I  have  not,  for  my  years  and  experience,  been 
doing  my  duty  to  the  druggists.  I  admit  that  I  have  not  written  as 
many  prescriptions  as  I  might  have,  had  I  been  considering  the  drug- 
gists' interests,  but  when  I  consider  the  interests  of  the  patients  I 
think  I  have  written  as  many  as  I  should ! 

Gentlemen  :  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  see  you  here,  and  I  am  glad  to 
welcome  you.  I  am  glad  to  see  you.  The  City  of  Waynesville  is  glad 
to  have  you  here.  Everybody  welcomes  you;  even  the  dews  of 
heaven  have  been  descending  for  your  pleasure;  but  don't  mind  that, 
because  you  know  we  have  to  have  rain,  and  while  some  of  you  may 
doubt  this  we  have  only  forty-six  or  forty-seven  inches  a  year.  Some 
of  you  may  think  that  half  of  that  has  fallen  since  you  came  here; 
but  just  remember  we  are  glad  to  have  you  and  hope  you  will  have 
a  healthful,  happy  time. 

I  am  fond  of  druggists  because  I  have  always  made  of  my  drug- 
gist a  very  close  friend ;  because  I  respect  him  and  regard  him  as 
more  than  a  tradesman ;    and  I  would  that  these  young  men  who  have 
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just  been  licensed  would  regard  themselves  as  professional  men,  with 
professional  thoughts,  aspirations,  ambitions  and  ethics. 

Speaking  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  I  am  glad  to  see  your  Board 
going  forward  and  upward,  and  while  the  percentage  of  rejections 
was  large,  yet  I  am  sure  the  examinations  were  not  over  rigid  or  the 
grading  too  severe.  Standard  must  be  maintained  if  not  advanced, 
and  this  duty  devolves  upon  the  Board.  But  I  must  pause  a  moment 
and  discuss  a  few  things  of  interest  to  you  and  to  me.  It  occurs  to 
me  that  in  the  process  of  evolution,  which  is  ever  present  and  poten- 
tial in  all  things  cosmic,  your  profession  is  reaching  the  point  where 
mine  was  some  years  ago,  in  1885.  (I  didn't  intend  to  tell  you  how 
long  I  had  been  a  physician.)  Dr.  Bennett  and  I  got  our  licenses 
as  first-year  students  when  the  medical  college  course  was  two  years. 
We  passed  the  medical  examination  as  undergraduates,  and  later  we 
returned  to  college  and  graduated.  At  that  time  the  law  allowed  that, 
but  at  the  end  of  twenty-seven  years  we  find  that  a  Doctor  of  Medicine 
must  be  a  graduate  of  a  four  years'  college,  and  more  than  seventy 
per  cent,  of  the  graduates  of  the  best  institutions  are  given  an  addi- 
tional year  of  hospital  work,  making  the  complete  study  period  for 
physicians,  ere  being  licensed,  five  years  in  many  cases,  and  never 
less  than  four.  So  our  profession  has  moved  rapidly  forward,  and 
much  more  so  than  yours,  for  twenty-seven  years  ago  I  don't  believe 
you  required  college  work  at  all,  or  even  a  license  until  1881. 

Now,  I  submit  that  the  percentage  of  rejections  you  had  last  week, 
thirty-five  licensed  out  of  seventy-three  applying,,  is  large,  and  to 
overcome  this  the  entrance  requirements  for  examination  should  be 
raised  so  that  only  graduates  of  reputable  pharmacy  schools  may  apply 
for  license.  The  next  session  of  the  State  Legislature  should  make 
this  change.  I  have  had  a  little  experience  with  the  powers-that-be 
in  our  State,  and  I  want  to  say  that  a  North  Carolina  State  Legisla- 
ture almost  always  stands  for  what  it  believes  to  be  the  best  interests 
of  the  State.  The  men  from  this  and  other  counties  of  the  State 
want  to  do  what  they  think  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State  at 
large. 

The  work  of  your  Board  is  proof  positive  that  your  Association 
is  not  going  to  permit  young  men  to  think  they  can  get  into  the  pro- 
fession without  due  preparation,  and  with  the  standard  they  are  holding 
the  applicants  to  it  is  an  injustice  to  the  State  and  to  the  profession 
for  a  young  man  to  think  that  he  can  pass  the  State  Board  after  only 
a  year  or  two's  work.  Practical  experience  is  all  right,  but  a  college 
laboratory  and  not  a  drug  store  is  where  he  should  learn  chemistry; 
and  when  I  say  college  course  I  don't  mean  "quiz"  courses,  but  the 
pharmacy  student  should  be  prepared  in  a  college  as  well  as  to  have 
his  two  years  in  a  pharmacy.  It  will  make  him  a  better  druggist,  a 
better  citizen,  and  the  people  will  have  more  respect  for  him.     I  hope 
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your  Legislative  Commitee  will  bear  that  in  mind  and  leave  no  stone 
unturned  to  make  the  organic  statute  of  our  State  correspond  prac- 
tically with  what  your  Board  requires. 

The  time  was  when  our  professions,  pharmacy  and  medicine,  blended 
into  one,  just  as  once  the  priest  and  the  doctor  were  one.  Perhaps  if 
the  latter  had  not  separated  it  would  be  better,  for  both  priest  and 
physician,  for  I  suspect  if  the  doctors  had  a  bit  more  spirituality  their 
patients  would  be  none  the  worse  off,  and  I  am  equally  certain  a 
kindlier  regard  for  science  would  improve  the  Clergy. 

So  it  is  natural  that  my  profession  should  feel  that  your  profes- 
sion is  an  offspring;  hence  I  cannot  regard  my  druggist  as  a  grocer  or 
merchant  or  tailor,  but  as  one  who  is  helping  to  better  the  physical 
condition  of  sick  people,  and  my  daily  compatriot  in  professional  ef- 
fort. 

The  matter  of  preventing  disease  is  an  important  proposition,  and 
in  it  a  responsibilty  rests  on  you  as  well  as  it  rests  upon  us.  I  trust 
that  the  gentlemen  of  your  Legislative  Committee  will  move  in  this 
matter  of  raising  your  standard,  and  you  will  find  my  profession  only 
too  glad  to  aid  you.  Some  one  was  talking  to  me  the  other  day 
about  the  druggists'  careless  dispensing  of  narcotics.  Now  it  was  not 
a  Waynesville  man — we  have  no  trouble  of  that  sort  here !  We  have 
three  of  the  best  druggists  in  the  State;  and  we  have  always  had  hon- 
orable, conscientious  men  as  our  pharmacists.  This  topic  is  closely  in- 
terwoven with  the  prohibition  law  as  related  to  you.  I  might  say  some- 
thing on  that  subject,  for  it  has  placed  a  dreadful  responsibility  upon 
our  professions.  Just  after  its  enactment  I  was  President  of  the 
North  Carolina  Medical  Society  for  three  busy,  active  days.  Only 
once  did  I  leave  the  chair  while  in  session,  and  that  was  to  introduce 
a  resolution  to  lend  our  moral  support  to  prohibition,  not  because  I 
favored  the  law,  for  I  did  not,  but  because  I  wanted  the  men  of  your 
guild  and  of  mine  to  be  honest,  upright  citizens,  and  to  stand  for  the 
law,  be  it  good  or  bad.  Now,  the  members  of  your  profession  are 
placed  in  a  delicate  position  as  regards  the  dispensing  over  your 
counters  narcotics  and  alcoholics.  This  question  is  as  old  as  the  age 
of  Noah,  and  Noah's  are  with  us  yet.  Gentlemen,  there  is  a  responsi- 
bility that  rests  upon  us,  upon  the  druggists  and  physicians,  of  the 
utmost  concern  to  us  and  the  people,  and  I  believe  we  are  doing  better 
now  than  formerly,  and  ethical  sentiment  is  ten  times  as  rigid  as 
when  I  began  the  practice  of  medicine;  and  the  average  druggists  ap- 
preciates this  too,  and  is  far  less  given  to  law  violation  in  this  matter 
than  formerly.  This  matter  of  narcotics  is  a  grave  responsibility 
and  one  that  we  cannot  escape  facing,  but  it  is  only  in  part  yours  and 
mine.  If  you  could  stop  the  mothers  and  fathers  from  giving  their 
little  children  coffee,  tea,  pepper  and  other  condiments,  if  we  could  hark 
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back  to  a  saner,  more  placid  child  life,  if  the  mothers  would  eschew 
practices  and  drugs  that  weaken  nervous  stability — because,  I  am,  sorry 
to  say,  the  men  are  not  the  only  one  who  are  drinking  liquor  today, 
and  summary  legislation  is  not  going  to  affect  it  very  much,  then  we 
could  be  nearer  the  answer  to  the  modern  cry  of  tired  nerves  for 
narcosis.  I  know  you  gentlemen  are  trying  to  do  your  duty.  I  have 
seen  devoted  Christian  men  stand  in  drug  stores — as  devil-tempters 
before  druggists  who  honestly  wished  to  do  only  honest  business,  and 
my  smypathy  is  on  the  side  of  the  druggists.  You  would  most  always 
do  what  was  right  if  these  mothers  of  the  people  would  let  you. 
There  is  the  trouble.  Now,  there  is  another  thing.  You  will  please 
pardon  me  for  referring  to  it.  Don't  go  into  the  business  of  breeding 
dope  fiends.  If  I  was  talking  to  physicians  the  same  thing  would  apply 
to  them.  I  have  seen  little  sixteen-year-old  girls  go  into  drug  stores 
and  say,  "O,  Mr.  Smith,  do  give  me  something  for  the  headache." 
Don't  give  heed  to  their  silly  troddle  and  mix  a  coal  tar  drink  when 
a  simple  cold  drink  and  an  assuring  word  will  do  as  well  in  many  cases 
and  be  more  honest  in  all.  It  is  a  great  temptation  but  it  is  wrong, 
and  the  druggists  are  largely  responsible  for  the  great  and  hurtful 
growth  of  the  drug  habit,  and  for  the  taking  of  narcotics  for  every 
discomforting  sensation.  God  didn't  intend  that  every  displeasure  of 
body  or  mind  should  be  removed ;  that  every  little  ache  and  pain  should 
be  relieved,  and  it  is  not  so  in  the  material  world.  There  are  mighty 
earthquakes  and  convulsions  of  nature.  Are  we  to  suppose  that  such 
processes  are  devoid  of  inconvenience?  It  was  not  intended  that 
people  should  be  ever  free  from  pain,  and  this  custom  running  into 
drug  stores  with  a  cry  for  dope  should  be  discouraged  even  if  it 
does  cost.  The  younger  the  druggist  the  more  apt  he  is  to  give  the 
dope  called  for.  You  should  right  the  wrong  and  set  your  feet  firmly 
in  the  way  of  ethical  practice  of  pharmacy  and  decline  to  prescribe 
for  people,  when  your  license  is  to  dispense. 

I  have  always  tried  to  do  right  with  my  druggists.  I  have  never 
yet  put  a  price  on  a  prescription,  because  I  recognize  the  right  of  a 
druggist  to  fix  his  own  price  and  the  right  of  Dr.  Way  to  fix  his  own 
fee,  and  zealous  of  invasion  of  my  rights  I  try  to  exercise  due  regard 
for  that  of  others.  I  have  never  yet  seen  a  druggist  make  a  serious 
mistake.  I  have  seen  them  make  minor  errors — who  of  us  does  not 
make  mistakes?  I  may  have  made  some  rather  serious  mistakes  my- 
self in  diagnosing,  but  I  have  never  known  my  druggist  to  commit  a 
serious  error  in  dispensing. 

Gentlemen,  we  should  come  closer  together.  I  think  the  tendency  of 
the  times  is  to  bring  us  together,  and  if  the  men  of  our  two  profes- 
sions trust  each  other,  and  treat  each  other  right  all  differences  vanish. 
Right  in  this  connection  I  want  to  say,  the  more  educated  you  are  the 
more  your  physician  will  appreciate  you.     Chemistry,  Pharmacy,  Ma- 
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teria  Medica  are  things  my  druggist  should  be  able  to  inform  me 
about,  and  in  a  way  to  command  my  respect. 

There  is  one  thing  I  want  to  talk  to  you  about  for  a  moment — some- 
thing that  we  are  always  interested  in.  You  can't  divest  yourself  of 
your  duty  towards  your  city,  your  State,  your  nation.  North  Carolina 
is  a  great  State, — one  of  the  greatest.  We  sometimes  hear  people  say 
that  North  Carolina  is  conservative,  slow  and  lethargic,  if  you  please! 
We  know  that  is  true,  in  part.  We  have  only  one  city  with  forty 
thousand  inhabitants.  We  are  one  of  the  most  truly  American  of  all 
the  forty-eight  States.  North  Carolina  has  just  about  the  population 
of  the  city  of  Chicago.  But,  look  at  the  difference  between  the  people: 
we,  conservative  and  holding  tenaciously  to  the  faith  of  the  Fathers ; 
they,  a  hot-bed  for  anarchy  and  every  type  of  dangerous  ism.  We  have 
the  purest  American  population  of  any  State  in  the  Union ;  the  best 
blood  of  England  is  common  stock  in  North  Carolina.  Our  slowness 
is  the  mark  of  conservatism,  of  thoughtful  consideration,  and  of  de- 
liberate action.  We  have  not  discarded  the  Ten  Commandments,  be- 
cause we  know  better,  and  not  because  we  are  too  slow.  We  still  re- 
spect the  marriage  relation  and  regard  the  Holy  Sabbath  Day.  Now, 
there  is  a  duty  you  owe  to  others  to  set  them  an  example  in  the  matter 
of  Sabbath  observance.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  law  of  North  Carolina. 
You  are  entitled  to  rest  on  Sunday,  and  I  urge  you  to  close  your  place 
of  business  as  far  as  possible  on  that  day.  You  gentlemen  have  with 
us  in  part  the  responsibility  of  protecting  the  public  health.  Sell  every 
body  disinfectants  that  destroy  the  lower  forms  of  life,  urge  upon 
them  to  disinfect  their  premises,  but  don't  sell  any  more  of  the  pro- 
prietary compounds  than  is  absolutely  necessary !  There  was  a  time 
when  a  Physician  was  sent  for  to  cure  disease  only;  now  we  should 
prevent  disease,  and  you  have  a  great  responsibility  along  those  lines. 
Talk  health ;  believe  in  health !  And  please  don't  prescribe  any  more 
than  you  have  to,  for  that  should  be  the  exclusive  privilege  of  your 
medical  friends.  Now,  I  realize,  gentlemen,  that  a  great  deal  of  the 
prescribing  you  do  is  unavoidable,  for  so  very  often  some  one  comes 
to  your  store.  He  doesn't  want  to  pay  a  physician's  fee,  and  may  the 
Lord  have  mercy  upon  him!  And  as  you  listen  to  the  recital  of  his 
woes,  and  hear  him  call  you  "Doctor,"  you  know  you  ought  not  to 
treat  him.  But  you  have  it  to  do,  because  you  know  the  druggist 
across  the  street  will  do  it  if  you  don't.  But,  gentlemen,  don't  do  it 
any  more  than  you  have  to.  Cultivate  your  self-respect  by  disclaiming 
both  title  and  prescribing  prerogative  of  "Doctor,"  and  send  your 
would-be  patients  to  a  real  doctor  of  medicine. 

I  was  interested  in  some  remarks  made  here  today  relative  to  the 
use  of  proprietaries  to  an  extent  by  physicians,  and  criticisms  for  their 
too  frequent  use.  They  were  just  and  I  received  them  in  that  spirit; 
but  I  am  glad  you  recognize  the  fact  that  we  physicians  are  getting 
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better  in  that  line,  and  the  reason  is,  we  are  having  four-year  medical 
work,  and  better  educated  physicians.  Now,  you  will  pardon  me  when 
I  say  that,  if  you  will  require  all  of  your  students  to  become  college 
graduates  you  will  be  selling  less  patent  and  proprietary  medicine, 
breeding  fewer  dope  fiends,  living  close  to  higher  ideals,  and  making 
just  as  much  money  in  the  long  run. 

The  United  States  Government  is  doing  good  work  in  diminishing 
the  sale  of  medicine  frauds,  and  at  the  same  time  it  is  increasing  your 
responsibility. 

I  have  talked  to  you  seven  minutes  longer  than  I  had  intended.  I 
should  be  glad  if  your  Association  would  send  one  or  two  or  three 
men  as  delegates  to  our  State  Medical  Society  next  year,  and  I  assure 
you  the  privileges  of  the  Society  will  be  given  them  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  friendly  message. 

I  thank  you  very  much  for  your  attention.

1.  We  do  not  concur  in  the  recommendation  on  page  3,  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  commercial  travellers  as  solicitors  for  membership,  but 
rather  recommend  the  carrying  out  of  the  resolution  of  Mr.  G.  K. 
Grantham  and  adopted  last  year  at  Morehead  City.  See  Proceedings, 
page  49  and  50  which  places  this  matter  in  hands  of  a  "Campaign 
Committee." 

2.  We  especially  concur  in  the  opinion  expressed  on  page  6  regarding 
registration  pre-requisite  in  that  we  do  not  believe  the  time  has 
arrived  to  require  college  graduation  to  be  admitted  to  registration. 

3.  We  concur  in  the  recommendation  on  page  13  in  that  all  Phar- 
macists should  have  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  and  National  Formulary 
in  their  stores. 

4.  We  do  not  concur  in  the  recommendation  on  page  13  that  an 
official  auditor  be  employed  since  we  believe  the  Auditing  Committee 
in  our  own  Association  capable  of  doing  the  work.  Unless  the  work 
can  be  done  in  connection  with  the  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  at  a  reasonable  charge. 

5.  We  do  not  concur  in  the  recommendation  on  page  13  of  the 
appointment  of  an  assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
in  that  we  do  not  see  the  necessity  of  same.

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MOTION  BY  R.  H.  ROTH. 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association 
as  a  body  urge  upon  those  registered  pharmacists  throughout  the  State, 
who  are  not  members,  to  join  the  Association,  and  no  longer  deprive 
themselves  of  the  benefits  which  an  affiliation  with  us  carries  with 
it.  It  is,  moreover,  a  duty  which  each  owes  to  himself  as  well  as  to 
the  interests  of  pharmacy  in  North  Carolina  to  join  the  Association, 
and  thereby  make  it  a  greater  power  for  the  advancement  of  the  pro- 
fession than  it  has  ever  been. 

There  are  over  eight  hundred  registered  pharmacists  in  the  state, 
and  if  all  were  members  of  the  Association  and  each  did  his  or  her 
part,   much  could  be   accomplished. 

Heretofore  the  work  has  all  rested  on  the  shoulders  of  a  few  faith- 
ful ones,  who  have  done  much  to  uphold  the  standard  of  the  profes- 
sion, and  the  interests  of  the  Association,  but  we  are  not  strong  enough 
to  accomplish  all  we  should,  and  could,  if  our  membership  were  as 
large  as  in  reason  it  ought  to  be. 

We  are  sure  it  will  be  a  pleasant  revelation  to  you  to  note  the  benefit 
you  will  derive  from  becoming  a  member,  and  attending  the  meetings, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  splendid  fellowship  you  will  enjoy  at  the  annual 
gatherings. 

Do  not  fail  then  to  come  and  join  us  for  mutual  protection  and  en- 
deavor in  the  advancement  of  pharmacy,  as  well  as  pleasure  and  recre- 
ation.

MOTION  BY  R.  H.  ROTH. 

Moved  that  the  Legislative  Committee  be  directed  to  take  such  ac- 
tion as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  about  the  appointment  of  four  (4) 
"Deputy  Inspectors"  to  be  selected  from  the  active  membership  of  the 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  one  in  each  of  the  four 
districts  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  divided  as  follows : 

District  Number  1.     All  that  territory  lying  east  of  the  78th  degree 
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of  West  longitude  which  is  East  of  and  including  Goldsboro,  Wayne 
County. 

District  Number  2.  All  that  territory  lying  between  the  78th  degree 
and  80th  degree  West  longitude,  as  between  Goldsboro  and  Ellisboro, 
Rockingham  county. 

District  Number  3.  All  that  territory  lying  between  the  80th  degree 
and  82nd  degree  West  longitude;  or,  between  Ellisboro  and  Marion, 
McDowell  County. 

District  Number  4.  All  that  territory  lying  between  the  82nd  degree 
State  line,  or  West  of  Marion. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Deputy  Inspectors  to  notify  the  In- 
spector regularly  elected  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  (who  shall  become 
the  Inspector  in  Chief)  of  all  cases  of  violation  of  the  Pharmacy  Law, 
which  may  come  to  their  notice  in  their  respective  districts,  and  act 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Inspector,  who  shall  have  the  right 
to  delegate  such  powers  as  may  be  necessary  to  prosecute  and  procure 
convictions. 

The  Deputy  Inspector  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chief  Inspector, 
shall  serve  one  year,  may  be  reappointed  and  shall  be  paid  the  nominal 
sum  of  two  ($2.00)  dollars  by  the  Chief  Inspector  at  the  time  of  their 
appointment;  said  two  ($2.00)  dollars  to  be  a  fee  to  cover  expense  of 
correspondence.  Any  other  services  which  may  be  rendered  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  Inspector  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  fifty  (.50) 
cents  per  hour  for  actual  time  served;  and  in  addition  he  shall  be  re- 
imbursed for  expenses  incurred. 

It  shall  be  optional  on  the  part  of  the  Chief  Inspector  to  delegate 
his  powers  of  prosecution  to  a  Deputy  Inspector,  or  to  direct  same  per- 
sonally as  heretofore. 

The  provisions  of  this  measure  shall  be  put  into  effect  without 
unnecessary   delay.

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MODERN  PHARMACY— ITS  USES  AND  ABUSES. 

The  spirit  of  the  age  is  progressiveness.  Trade  comes  to  the  pharma- 
cist who  shows  by  actual  demonstration  that  he  is  in  accord  with  the 
spirit  of  progressiveness,  that  he  is  a  live  one.  And  in  order  to  be  a 
live  one  he  must  let  quality  be  his  motto. 

No  pharmacist  can  make  great  strides  in  the  drug  business  selling 
disinfectants  if  the  odor  of  his  soda  fountain  is  like  that  of  a  fish 
market  on  a  hot  sunny  Sunday.  To  sell  the  article  the  man  behind 
the  counter  must  seem  to  be  an  authority  on  it,  and  to  be  an  authority 
he  must  show  some  evidence  of  it  himself.  Toilet  preparations  will 
not  be  bought  from  a  man  in  a  dirty  collar  or  with  soiled  hands.  Ser- 
vice is  what  counts  in  the  retail  drug  business  of  today. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  antediluvian  methods  have  passed  into  history, 
and  we  now  have  up-to-date  pill-parlors  where  you  can  find  polite 
clerks,  but  not  in  every  instance  registered  pharmacists,  in  charge. 
The  grouchy  pharmacist  has  seen  his  day,  and  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
times  and  have  modern  methods  we  must  take  pride  in  our  profession. 

Pharmaceutical  knowledge  and  professional  pharmacy  are  in  greater 
demand  today  than  in  the  history  of  pharmacy.  Pharmaceutical  ele- 
gance is  increasing  and  the  demand  for  drugs  is  greater  today  than 
ever  before.  Ever  since  the  days  of  Hypocrates  and  Caden  the  de- 
mand for  drugs  has  been  increasing  and  will  continue  to  increase,  not- 
withstanding we  have  scientific  surgeons,  osteopathy,  electropathy, 
Christian  science,  hygienic  treatment,  and  last,  but  not  least,  rest,  sleep 
and  fresh  air. 

The  pharmaceutical  houses  and  retail  druggists  are  selling  more 
drugs  than  in  the  history  of  the  country.  If  your  drug  business  is 
not  taking  care  of  you  there  is  something  wrong;  you  must  be  a 
dreamer  and  not  a  worker.  Failure — why  man,  the  only  failure  is 
the  man  who  quits.  Just  so  long  as  you  keep  on  living  and  trying, 
fighting  the  good  fight,  there  can  be  no  failure.  Work,  not  worry,  is 
the  antidote  for  all  ills.  But  I  am  not  advocating  working  all  the 
time ;  all  work  and  no  play  makes  Johnnie  a  mighty  dull  boy.  I  believe 
pharmacists  as  a  rule  need  more  recreation  than  any  other  class  of 
professional  men;  and  if  all  the  pharmacists  of  North  Carolina  would 
forget  their  business  once  a  year  and  attend  their  State  Pharmaceuti- 
cal meeting  at  the  seashore  or  mountains,  and  spend  there  ten  days  or 
a  month,  their  business  would  be  benefited  as  they  will  have  imbibed 
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new  energy  and  greater  enthusiasm  amidst  new  scenes  and  by  contact 
with  others  of  their  profession. 

Could  we  have  selected  a  more  beautiful  spot  than  Waynesville  in 
which  to  have  had  our  meeting  this  year?  I  will  say  no.  This  beau- 
tiful creation,  its  landscapes,  gleaming  bright  beneath  a  southern  sun, 
smiling  lakes  laughing  back  to  the  summer  sky,  the  noble  mountains 
and  the  eternal  hills,  that  carry  us  back  almost  to  where  time  was  not, 
all  this  magic  harmony  of  nature  inspires  us  to  nobler  and  better  work. 

With  a  feeling  of  sadness  we  look  back  over  the  past  twelve  months 
and  see  that  many  leading  spirits  in  pharmacy  have  gone  to  "that 
bourne  from  which  none  ere  returns,"  but  we  know  that  these,  by 
service  to  their  fellow  men  and  by  raising  the  standard  of  pharmacy, 
both  scientific  and  ethical,  will  still  live  in  the  pharmaceutical  world, 
and  their  example  will  always  be  worthy  of  emulation. 

What  has  transpired  during  the  past  twelve  months  is  beyond  recall. 
Let  each  one  of  us  in  the  future  look  out  for  the  betterment  of  the 
pharmaceutical  profession  and  elevate  the  dignity  of  the  calling. 

The  age  is  distinctively  a  commercial  one.  Pharmacy  has  made 
tremendous  strides  in  the  last  few  years  by  exchanging  articles  of  mer- 
chandise. Commercial  pharmacy  and  professional  pharmacy  are  not 
necessarily  antagonistic.  To  combine  the  two  we  must  be  industrious 
and  progressive  and  not  be  slothful  and  careless. 

In  order  to  keep  our  professions  up  to  the  standard  we  cannot  af- 
ford to  handle  whiskey.  Handling  whiskey  in  drug  stores  is  mainly 
responsible  for  bringing  odium  and  disfavor  upon  our  profession.  I 
think  it  is  best  not  to  handle  liquor  in  any  form,  not  even  for  medici- 
nal purposes,  because  a  druggist  who  sells  liquor  on  a  physician's  pre- 
scription furnishes  the  public  a  chance  to  give  the  druggist  an  unjust 
reputation.  If  the  public  must  have  some  place  where  it  can  pur- 
chase liquor  let  it  furnish  that  place,  but  that  place  should  not  be 
a  drug  store. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  druggists  would  do  more  business  and  make 
more  money  if  they  would  let  the  rum  business  alone.  The  illegal 
selling  of  liquor  is  just  as  bad  as  illegal  selling  of  narcotics.  No 
pharmacist  who  values  his  reputation  can  afford  to  sell  whiskey  with- 
out prescriptions. 

In  my  town  of  about  eight  thousand  people  there  is  not  a  drop  of 
whiskey  to  be  found  in  any  of  the  drug  stores.  Let  us  not  bring  the 
entire  profession  into  disrepute.  I,  for  one,  am  in  favor  of  ostracizing 
those  within  our  ranks  who  disgrace  their  calling  by  becoming  saloon 
keepers  in  the  disguise  of  druggists. 

There  are  pharmacists  who  year  after  year  give  themselves  up  to 
weary  rounds  of  drudgery,  of  long  hours  and  exacting  work,  only 
to  find  themselves  no  richer  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  by  the  tempta- 
tion to   make  money  they   drift   into   the  whiskey   selling.     Let's   not 
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disgrace  our  profession  by  turning  our  drug  stores  into  rum  parlors 
instead  of  pill  parlors. 

Hold  up  the  profession  and  commercialize  it  to  a  point  of  safety. 

A  man  to  make  a  success  of  the  drug  business  of  today,  must  main- 
tain a  reputation  for  honesty,  efficiency,  promptness,  politness  and  re- 
liability. 

There  are  some  people  who  think  so  much  of  money  that  they  forget 
their  professional  calling,  they  have  no  ear  for  music  except  the  clink- 
ing of  the  cash  register,  they  can  see  nothing  at  all  that  God  has  cre- 
ated that  is  worth  while,  except  as  it  may  be  converted  into  a  market- 
able product.  There  are  men  who  would  gather  up  the  rays  of  the  sun, 
and  the  glitter  of  the  stars  and  coin  them  into  gold;  there  are  men  who 
would  convert  the  Mammoth  Cave  into  a  subway,  the  Natural  Bridge 
into  a  toll-gate,  who  would  plow  up  our  parks  and  plant  them  into 
corn  and  potatoes  if  they  reaped  the  benefits  in  dollars  and  cents.  Let 
us  hope  that  we  have  none  of  this  kind  in  our  ranks  who  are  running 
bar  rooms  in  disguise  of  drug  stores. 

Let  us  keep  whiskey  out  of  drug  stores  and  command  the  esteem 
of  the  public.  The  hundreds  of  state  and  local  pharmaceutical  so- 
cieties throughout  the  country  can  do  much  to  remedy  this  evil.  Let 
us  take  control  of  the  situation,  outline  a  policy  and  eject  members 
who  violate  the  law. 

Let  us  convince  the  public,  the  newspapers  and  the  officers  of  the 
law  that  pharmacy  is  a  dignified  and  honorable  occupation  which  will 
tolerate  no  liquor  abuses.  Our  future  reputation  and  welfare  are 
largely  at  stake  and  if  we  are  to  have  a  modern  pharmacy,  prompt  and 
vigorous  measures  are  necessary. 

Let  us  go  on,  relieving  human  suffering,  supplying  public  needs,  fill- 
ing our  coffers  with  money  well  earned,  knowing  that  we  have  done 
nothing  to  degrade  our  manhood  and  honorable  calling. 

So  as  I  close  I  ask  you  to  turn  your  faces  toward  the  rising  sun, 
feast  your  eyes  on  visions  of  a  brighter  day,  toward  which  we  are  all 
striving,  as  we  seek  to  promote  true  pharmacy  by  ever  holding  aloft 
the  high  standard  of  this  ancient  and  distinguished  profession.

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DRUG  STORE  PROFITS— MYTHICAL  VERSUS 
REAL. 

Eugene  Rimmer. 

The  public  in  general  has  a  very  much  exaggerated  idea  of  the  pro- 
fits made  in  the  drug  business.  And  the  time  worn  anecdote  about  the 
discomfiture  of  the  junior  clerk  who  accepted  a  counterfeit  dollar  in 
part  payment  of  a  dollar  and  a  quarter  prescription,  and  his  relief 
upon  being  told  by  the  proprietor  not  to  worry,  but  be  more  careful 
next  time,  because  fifteen  cents  profit  had  been  made  any  how;  this 
is  considered  a  mild  exaggeration.  The  druggist  himself  is  to  a  large 
extent  to  blame  for  this  opinion.  In  fact,  while  he  knows  that  his 
profits  lack  a  great  deal  of  being  so  large,  still  at  the  end  of  the  year 
he  wonders  why  he  has  so  narrow  a  margin  of  profit. 

The  chief  reason  for  this  groping  in  the  dark  was  strikingly  brought 
out,  in  a  contest  carried  on  by  the  Burroughs  Adding  Machine  Com- 
pany. This  Company  published  a  problem  in  the  Saturday  Evening 
Post,  stating  that  to  each  person  sending  in  an  answer  they  would 
mail  a  book  on  profits.  The  problem  stated,  that  if  an  article  cost  one 
dollar  wholesale  for  what  must  it  be  sold  to  acquire  a  net  profit  of 
ten  per  cent.,  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  the  store  being  twenty-two 
per  cent.  They  published  the  statement,  that  about  seventy-five  per 
cent,  of  the  answers  were  erroneous.  Can  you  wonder  now  where  im- 
aginery  profits  have  gone?  Possibly  the  druggist  has  sold  some  ar- 
ticles too  cheap,  he  has  conducted  some  department  at  a  loss,  or  his 
expenses  have  been  too  large  proportionally. 

The  whole  situation  can  be  explained  in  one  sentence.  This  sent- 
ence is  the  heading  of  an  article  by  Mr.  M.  P.  Gould,  an  advertising 
expert,  in  the  May  number  of  "The  Druggists  Circular."  It  would 
make  a  good  motto  to  be  placed  over  the  desk  of  every  commercial 
man.  It  reads  "Profit  and  Expense  must  be  computed  upon  the  same 
figures."  Or  in  other  words  if  you  consider  your  profit  from  the  sum 
total  of  receipts,  should  not  your  expenses  be  calculated  upon  the 
same  basis?  From  not  recognizing  this  primal  principle,  most  of .  the 
contestants,  in  the  afore  mentioned  contest  sent  in  incorrect  solutions. 
They  made  the  calculation  that  22  per  cent,  of  one  dollar  was  twenty- 
two  cents.  This  added  to  one  dollar,  and  ten  per  cent,  of  one  dollar 
and  twenty-two  cents  taken  and  added  to  the  $1.22  would  make  $1.34, 
the  price  the  article  must  be  sold  for  to  clear  ten  per  cent.  They  erred, 
in  that  they  did  not  recognize  that  in  every  dollar  taken  in  twenty-two 
cents  went  to  pay  necessary  running  expenses  of  the  store. 

A  proper  solution  would  have  been,  the  article  cost  one  dollar,  its 
selling  price  is  unknown  but  the  gross  profits  must  be  thirty-two  per 
cent ;  twenty-two  per  cent,  for  expenses  and  ten  per  cent,  for  the  pro- 
prietor.   Therefore  the  cost,  one  dollar,  divided  by  the  cost  percenage, 
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68  per  cent,  gives  one  dollar  and  forty  seven  cents,  the  selling  price. 
To  prove  this :  the  cost  of  the  article,  68  per  cent,  of  the  selling  price 
is  one  dollar;  the  cost  of  doing  business,  22  per  cent,  of  the  selling 
price  is  thirty-two  cents;  the  net  profit,  ten  per  cent,  of  the  selling 
price  is  about  fifteen  cents;  adding  these  we  obtain  the  selling  price, 
100  per  cent  or  $1.47.  Now  instead  of  making  ten  per  cent,  on  the 
volume  of  their*  business  they  would  have  cleared  barely  one  per  cent., 
had  the  article  been  sold  at  $1.34. 

From  this  example  we  see  there  are  three  parts  which  make  up  the 
total  of  every  business.    These  parts  being : 

(1.)     Cost  of  merchandise, 

(2.)  Cost  of  doing  business,  which  includes  taxes,  rent,  clerk-hire, 
breakage,  bad  debts  and  in  fact  every  conceivable  manner  in  which 
money  has  been  spent  necessarily, 

(3.)     The  profit. 

Now  it  seems  from  what  has  been  considered,  that  most  of  the  fail- 
ure of  profits  to  materialize  is  because  of  a  misconception  of  running 
expenses. 

Now,  the  best  method  of  driving  home  a  statement,  and  forcing  it 
upon  people's  mind  is  to  give  concrete  illustrations.  Knowing  this  I 
have  drawn  up  a  plan  of  a  representative  store,  and  the  conditions  gov- 
erning its  sales.  Suppose  that  a  man  should  have  a  drug  store,  the 
gross  sales  of  this  store  amounting  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per 
year.  By  careful  observation,  and  through  a  multiplicity  of  statistics, 
it  has  been  found  out  that  the  average  running  expenses  of  a  drug  store 
amounts  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts.  At  first  sight 
this  may  seem  a  trifle  large,  (and  there  may  be  many  stores  that  re- 
quire a  smaller  percentage  to  conduct)  but  taking  in  consideration  the 
rent,  taxes,  clerk  hire,  personal  salary,  freight  and  drayage  and  other 
incidentals  it  can  be  seen  that  sometimes  the  expense  may  run  even 
greater  than  twenty-five  per  cent.  Therefore  we  will  consider  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts,  as  our  cost  of  operation.  Next  I 
have  decided  to  compare  certain  different  side  lines  and  attempt  to 
show  how  that  although  profits  may  appear  large  on  some  articles  yet 
on  others  the  profit  is  very  small.  You  may  then  judge  what  is  a  profit- 
able side  line.  Let  us  divide  the  sales  of  the  example  store  into  five 
parts,  namely,  toilet  articles,  cigars,  prescription  and  general  drug 
trade,  soda  water  and  rubber  goods  and  sundries.  Now  we  will  turn 
to  an   individual  discussion  of  each  subdivision. 

The  first  division  that  was  mentioned  was  toilet  articles.  In  this 
will  be  classed  such  articles  as  talcums,  soaps,  toilet  waters,  tooth 
brushes  and  kindred  articles.  Now  most  of  these  articles  are  pro- 
prietary preparations  and  cost  two,  four  and  eight  dollars  per  dozen. 
The  retail  price  for  same  being  three,  six  and  twelve  dollars  respect- 
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ively.  At  first  sight  that  profit  seems  sufficient,  being  fifty  per  cent, 
profit  on  the  money  invested.  But  stop !  What  about  the  twenty-five 
per  cent  it  cost  to  sell  every  dollar  of  these  goods? 

Let  us  estimate  that  of  the  gross  sales  of  our  store  twenty  per  cent, 
have  been  toilet  articles.  That  means  that  twenty  per  cent,  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  worth  of  toilet  articles  have  been  sold. 

Of  this  five  thousand  dollars  we  must  first  give  three  thousand  three 
hundred  thirty-three  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  to  the  manufacturer, 
next  lay  aside  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  sales.  Now  adding  three  thousand  three 
hundred  thirty-three  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  and  one  thousand 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  subtracting  the  sum  from  five  thousand 
dollars  we  find  that  the  owner  of  the  store  can  place  only  four  hun- 
dred sixteen  dollars  and  sixty  cents  in  his  pocket.  That's  hardly 
enough  to  afford  the  purchase  of  a  "Thomas  Flyer"  is  it?  On  the 
other  hand  it's  barely  enough  for  a  Brush.  And  instead  of  making 
fifty  per  cent,  profit  the  proprietor  of  that  store  has  made  just  a  trifle 
over  nine  per  cent,  over  his  gross  expense. 

Then  of  every  dollar  taken  in  he  has  been  able  to  hold  on  to  but 
eight  cents.  Suppose  some  one  should  have  charged  him  at  the  rate  of 
$2.25  per  dozen?    Where  would  our  poor  friend  the  druggist  be  then? 

The  next  division  made  was  that  of  cigars.  In  this  class  we  will 
consider  all  these  articles  at  the  rate  of  $35  per  thousand  for  5c  cigars. 
Then  70  per  cent  of  gross  receipts  must  go  to  the  cigar  manufacturers, 
25  per  cent,  is  the  cost  of  operation.  That  leaves  5  per  cent  for  our 
friend  the  druggist.  In  other  words,  out  of  every  box  or  100  cigars, 
after  he  has  paid  all  expenses,  he  has  five  cigars  which  he  can  con- 
scientiously smoke  himself  or  else  sell  for  profit.  However,  he  rarely 
has  those  five,  because  it  is  almost  a  universal  custom  to  sell  six  cigars 
for  twenty-five  cents.  To  further  the  statistics,  let  us  suppose  that 
22.5  per  cent,  of  his  sales  were  made  at  the  cigar  counter.  Then  he 
has  taken  in  22.5  per  cent  of  $25,000  or  $5,625  for  cigars.  As  he  has 
sold  them  six  for  a  quarter,  he  has  bought  135,000  cigars.  These  have 
cost  him,  at  $35  per  thousand,  $4725.  It  has  cost  25  per  cent,  of  $5625 
or  $146.25  to  pay  his  expenses  of  sales.  Adding  these  together,  we 
find  the  cigars  have  been  an  expense  of  $6131.25.  But  he  has  taken  but 
$5625,  and  therefore  he  has  lost  $506.25  or  8.2  per  cent,  on  his  invest- 
ment. 

Next  must  be  discussed  the  division  from  which  the  public  and  the 
careless  druggist  derive  their  estimate  of  profit,  namely,  the  pre- 
scription and  general  drug  trade.  They  do  not  consider  that  in  many 
stores  these  sales  form  a  small  part  of  the  daily  receipts.  We  will  let 
15  per  cent,  represent  the  prescription  sales  of  the  drug  store  being 
discussed.  Then  the  prescription  sales  have  amounted  to  $3,75°-  A 
conservative   estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  prescription   is  33  per  cent, 
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which  will  be  $1,237.50.  Next  the  cost  of  dispensing  will  be  25  per 
cent.,  or  $937.50.  NOW  the  gross  sales  minus  $1,237.50  plus  $937.50 
will  be  $1,575  total  profits.  THIS  will  readily  be  considered  a  lucrative 
business  because  he  has  cleared  72  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  money 
invested. 

Next  the  soda  business  will  be  considered.  It  will  be  estimated  as 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  entire  business.  The  cost  of  production 
will  be  regarded  as  fifty  per  cent.,  and  the  cost  of  dispensing  at 
twenty-five  per  cent.  Then  out  of  the  $6,250  taken  in  at  the  soda 
fountain,  $3,125  has  gone  to  produce  the  drink,  and  $1,562.50  to  dispense 
it  leaving  a  profit  of  $1,562.50  or  forty-two  per  cent,  on  the  amount 
of  money  inevsted,  to  the  owner  of  the  store. 

The  last  division  to  be  considered  is  rubber  goods  and  sundries. 
The  amount  of  this  business  is  seventeen  and  one-half  per  cent.  The 
cost  will  be  considered  as  fifty  per  cent.,  and  the  cost  of  selling  at 
twenty-five  per  cent.  Now  $4,375  worth  of  rubber  goods  have  been 
sold.  To  the  manufacturers  $2,187.50  has  been  paid,  $1,093.75  has  been 
consumed  in  the  running  expenses  of  the  store.  By  subtracting  these 
two  accounts  from  the  sales  we  find  that  $1,093.75,  or  thirty-three  per 
cent,  of  money  invested  has  been  cleared  in  this  department. 

To  make  a  summary  we  find  that  only  one  department  has  been  con- 
ducted at  a  loss,  namely  cigars.  The  net  profits,  $416.67  on  toilet 
articles,  $1575  on  prescriptions,  $1562.50  on  soda,  $1093.75  on  rubber 
goods  amount  to  $4647.92.  By  subtracting  the  $506.25  lost  on  cigars 
we  derive  the  actual  profit  $4141.67. 

Now  the  total  expense  has  been : — 

Toilet    articles    $  3,333.33 

Cigars      4./25.00 

Prescriptions      1,237.50 

Soda     3,125.00 

Rubber   Goods    2,187.50 

Selling    Expenses     6,250.00 

Total    $20,858.33 

Now  by  dividing  the  amount  made  by  the  entire  cost  we  find  that  the 
druggist  has  made  between  19  and  20  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of 
business  done. 

Now  taking  again  as  an  example,  supposing  his  expense  should  have 
remained  the  same,  namely  $20,858.33,  and  he  should  have  marked  up 
his  goods  to  sell  at  prices  arrived  by  the  other  method  of  calculation. 

Suppose  that  he  had  wished  to  mark  up  his  goods,  which  in  sum 
total  cost  him  $14,608.33,  so  that  he  could  make  20  per  cent,  the  cost 
of  doing  business  being  twenty-five  per  cent.  And  if  he  should  have 
considered  the  25  per  cent,  as  being  calculated  from  the  invoices,  plus 
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the  20  per  cent,  supposed  profit  then  he  would  have  sold  a  year's  sales 
for  $21,913.80.  But  his  expenses  were  really  upon  the  other  basis,  and 
by  dividing  the  amount  taken  in  by  the  entire  cost,  it  will  be  seen  that 
he  has  made  just  a  trifle  over  four  per  cent  (4%).  Now  he  could 
have  secured  that  percentage  by  placing  his  money  in  any  bank,  with- 
out having  all  of  the  mental  anxiety  concurrent  with  a  large  business. 
This  paper  I  trust  has  proven  that  any  man  deserves  the  profit  he 
has  earned  in  conducting  a  drug  business.  Also,  that  percentage  and 
profit  demand  more  attention,  and  any  business  man  who  does  not 
carefully  consider  them  will  suffer  for  his  negligence. 


THE  PATHWAY  OF  THE  EETAIL  DEUGGIST. 

At  this  time  when  the  members  of  this  Association  are  anxious  for 
rest  and  recreation,  I  will  not  weary  you  with  a  long  paper.  But  since 
self-preservation  is  the  first  law  of  our  nature  I  do  not  consider  it 
amiss  to  bring  to  minds  some  of  the  dangers  which  confront  us.  In 
this  a  progressive  age  when  new  ideas  and  new  methods  are  taking 
the  place  of  the  old,  every  profession  and  every  business  must  be  wide 
awake  and  always  on  its  guard  in  order  to  meet  new  difficulties  and 
keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  times.  Among  the  first  which  I 
will  mention  is  Osteopathy.  Almost  every  town  of  any  size  has  a  man 
in  it  who  believes  he  can  cure  our  troubles  by  rubbing  some  part  of  our 
anatomy.  The  State  gives  him  license  and  while  we  doubt  the  merit 
of  the  treatment  there  are  a  great  many  people  who  believe  that  a 
little  massage  treatment  saved  them  from  the  grave.  They  do  not 
use  drugs  and  even  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  they  are  injurious  instead 
of  beneficial.  To  what  extent  this  will  affect  our  business  it  is  impos- 
sible to  predict.  But  we  are  compelled  to  admit  that  Osteopathy  has 
made  its  place  secure  as  one  of  the  professions  of  the  future. 

Next  comes  Christian  Science.  In  my  opinion  there  is  no  teaching 
of  modern  times  which  is  more  misleading  or  which  preys  upon  the 
minds  of  ignorant  people  as  that  of  Christian  Science.  Mrs.  Eddy 
tells  us  that  although  we  may  be  face  to  face  with  death,  if  we  believe 
there  is  nothing  wrong  with  us,  we  will  not  die.  In  some  cities  au- 
thorities have  found  it  necessary  to  prosecute  teachers  of  this  doc- 
trine because  they  let  people  die  without  medical  attention.  In  spite 
of  this  the  belief  has  a  strong  hold  in  some  sections  of  our  country. 
It  is  difficult  for  us  to  believe  that  a  great  many  people  will  refuse  to 
take  medical  treatment  because  of  this  evil  influence.  Let  us  hope 
that  this  belief  will  not  become  popular  in  our  State. 

It  is  an  alarming  fact  that  there  is  a  growing  tendency  among  phy- 
sicians to  prescribe  fewer  drugs  and  to  rely  more  on  pure  air,  pure 
water,  exercise  and  wholsome  food.     Will  the  physicians  ever  be  able 
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to  control  disease  by  these  methods  and  without  the  aid  of  drugs? 
There  is  one  controlling  thought  and  that  is  that  the  patient  who  suf- 
fers pain  must  have  a  drug  which  affords  relief.  While  we  know 
these  things  are  good  for  a  man  who  enjoys  perfect  health,  yet  a  sick 
man  is  not  satisfied  without  some  kind  of  treatment.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  time  will  ever  come  when  the  physician  can  afford  to 
leave  off  drugs.  The  science  of  medicine  has  made  wonderful  prog- 
ress and  vaccines  and  antitoxins  are  being  used  a  great  deal.  It  re- 
mains to  be  seen  to  what  extent  drugs  will  be  discarded. 

There  are  those  who  tell  us  that  the  tendency  of  pharmacy  is  to- 
wards commercialism.  It  is  true  that  we  have  departed  too  far  from 
the  ways  of  the  old  chemist  who  had  nothing  but  his  little  shop  with 
his  bottles,  mortars,  test  tubes,  retort  stands  and  so  on.  Is  there  a 
man  present  who  will  tell  us  that  we  must  adhere  to  the  old  methods 
and  ideas  of  the  ancient  chemist?  Then  I  will  tell  you  if  you  attempt 
to  conduct  your  business  along  professional  lines  without  due  respect 
to  the  commercial  side  of  it,  then  it  will  be  only  a  short  time  before 
your  doors  will  be  closed  and  the  sheriff  will  carry  the  keys.  To  my 
mind  pharmacy  is  both  a  profession  and  a  business.  It  matters  not 
how  much  we  desire  to  be  professional,  our  own  welfare,  our  very  ex- 
istence in  the  business  world  demands  that  we  be  commercial  as  well. 
Is  it  not  true  that  the  laws  of  our  land  give  the  pedlar  and  the  man 
who  conducts  a  cross  roads  store  the  right  to  sell  almost  every  drug 
which  the  public  demands?  Is  it  not  true  that  the  department  stores 
and  the  merchant,  who  does  business  next  door  to  us  carry  in  stock 
those  things  which  belong  to  our  line?  For  my  part  I  believe  that  it 
is  our  inalienable  right  to  sell  everything  from  a  toothpick  up  to  an  ele- 
phant. It  is  a  condition  of  the  times  which  has  forced  itself  upon  us. 
While  I  believe  in  commercial  Pharmacy,  yet  I  realize  that  there 
is  grave  danger  of  straying  too  far  away  from  the  professional  side 
of  our  business.  It  should  be  our  highest  aim  to  carefully  compound 
and  dispense  those  drugs  which  will  relieve  pain  and  heal  disease. 
Every  preparation  which  comes  from  our  prescription  department 
should  meet  the  requirements  of  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  and  it  should 
be  a  crime  for  us  to  dispense  those  drugs  which  we  know  to  be  inferior 
and  of  doubtful  manufacture.  A  trusting  public  has  placed  their  health 
and  their  lives  in  your  hands.  Then  give  them  the  best  that  money  can 
buy  and  care  and  skill  can  produce.  Never  let  a  customer  go  out  of 
your  store  with  medicine  of  inferior  quality  because  it  will  put  a 
dollar  more  in  your  cash  register.  Having  the  confidence  of  the  pub- 
lic let  us  not  betray  it  because  we  lack  knowledge  or  for  financial 
gain.  We  must  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  upon  the  professional 
side  of  our  business  we  depend  for  the  high  prestige  which  we  as 
druggists  have  always  enjoyed.  If  there  is  one  danger  more  than  an- 
other   which    I    would    impress    upon    your    minds,    it    Is    the    sale    of 
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whiskey  in  drug  stores.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  druggist  can  sell 
whiskey  on  prescription  and  for  medical  use  only  and  make  enough 
to  pay  the  tax  which  is  required.  Therefore  if  he  sells  it  at  all  he 
will  sell  it  illegally,  and  as  a  beverage.  The  temptation  is  too  strong 
to  resist.  It  strikes  directly  at  our  reputation  as  business  men.  It 
is  a  blow  to  our  social  standing  in  the  community.  To  those  who  are 
guilty  I  will  say  that  it  cannot  last.  There  is  nothing  permanent 
about  it  for  public  sentiment  and  the  laws  of  our  State  will  not  long 
tolerate  a  business  which  instead  of  being  a  blessing  proves  itself  a 
curse  to  the  community.  We  should  consider  quality  above  everything 
else.  There  are  those  who  believe  that  they  can  meet  low  priced  com- 
petition by  lowering  the  quality  of  their  goods.  I  do  not  agree  with 
them  for  the  public  is  being  educated  to  know  that  it  pays  to  buy  the 
best.  A  customer  may  buy  an  article  at  a  low  price  which  proves  un- 
satisfactory and  comes  back  with  a  kick  because  he  forgets  that  it 
was  cheap.  "The  memory  of  quality  remains  long  after  the  price  is 
forgotten."  You  can  easily  build  a  reputation  for  selling  the  best  of 
everything  and  people  will  walk  a  block  to  trade  with  you.  There  are 
those  that  feel  that  when  a  sale  is  made  this  is  all  that  is  necessary. 
They  do  not  stop  to  think  whether  the  preparation  will  give  good  re- 
sults or  whether  the  article  will  be  all  that  was  claimed  for  it.  If 
you  take  this  view  of  it  your  business  may  fail  to  grow  because  you 
are  not  building  for  the  future.  The  basis  of  business  is  confidence' 
and  I  know  of  no  better  way  to  inspire  confidence  than  by  selling 
the  best  of  everything. 

Mail  order  houses  are  doing  a  thriving  business  and  the  impending 
Parcels  Post  will  make  it  easier  for  them.  It  is  impossible  to  say  to 
what  extent  this  will  affect  the  drug  business.  I  do  not  know  however 
if  a  person  can  get  an  article  from  some  city  by  paying  a  few  cents 
postage  and  cheaper  than  we  can  afford  to  sell  it ;  it  will  be  a  great 
inducement   for  him  to  do  so. 

A  great  number  of  druggists  sell  those  drugs  which  bear  little  profit, 
such  as  overpriced  patent  medicines,  which  have  been  extensively  ad- 
vertised. We  must  get  away  from  those  preparations  for  which  the 
manufacturer  gets  the  profit,  and  we  act  only  as  an  agent.  We  must 
put  out  our  own  preparations  or  buy  some  standard  non-secret  line, 
which  we  can  conscientiously  recommend.  We  can  overcome  cut 
price  competition  of  country  stores  and  other  merchants  by  building 
a  demand  for  an  exclusive  line  which  bears  a  good  profit. 

We  know  that  there  are  a  great  many  physicians  who  dispense  their 
own  drugs.  We  must  avoid  this  by  convincing  them  that  it  is  not  only 
to  their  interests  but  also  that  of  their  patients  for  them  to  pre- 
scribe. I  believe  that  physicians  prefer  to  prescribe  but  fail  to  do  so 
because  of  a  lack  of  understanding  between  themselves  and  the  drug- 
gist.    Take  the  physician  into  your  confidence  and  prove  to  him  that 
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you  stand  ready  to  co-operate  with  him  and  work  together  for  the 
relief  of  humanity,  and  the  cure  of  disease.  A  good  prescription 
business  is  the  best  asset  which  any  druggist  can  have  and  it  is  worthy 
of  all  the  time  and  energy  which  we  expend  in  our  effort  to  develop. 

I  regret  to  see  that  there  is  a  lack  of  proper  interest  on  the  part  of 
druggists  throughout  the  State  in  our  Association.  There  are  more 
than  800  druggists  in  North  Carolina,  and  only  a  small  percentage  at- 
tend these  meetings.  Is  there  not  some  way  in  which  we  may  arouse 
the  interest  of  those  who  do  not  see  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  at- 
tendings  these  meetings  ?  They  should  be  looked  upon  as  a  time  when 
we  should  devise  means  to  advance  our  business  and  help  each  other 
as  well  as  for  rest  and  recreation.  Our  interests  and  ambitions  are 
the  same  and  the  daily  problems  which  come  up  in  our  business  life 
may  be  discussed  and  overcome.  Bradstreet  tells  us  that  a  large  per 
cent,  of  business  failures  are  the  result  of  lack  of  ability  or  incompe- 
tence. By  exchanging  ideas  with  our  fellow  druggist  we  can  make 
ourselves  more  capable  and  learn  to  avoid  those  dangers  which  have 
caused  the  failure  of  so  many  drug  stores.  If  I  were  to  tell  you  of  all 
the  evils  which  threaten  us  I  would  read  on  into  the  night,  and  the 
half  would  not  have  been  told.  Because  I  have  seen  fit  to  point  out 
to  you  some  of  these  dangers  I  would  not  have  you  believe  that  I  am 
a  pessimist,  and  that  the  future  to  me  is  dark.  Instead  I  believe  that 
the  druggist  has  never  occupied  so  high  a  position  in  the  business 
world  as  he  does  to-day.  The  future  will  be  just  what  we  make  it.  If 
we  would  correct  our  faults,  we  must  often  have  them  brought  to  our 
minds.  In  order  that  we  may  avoid  them  we  must  be  able  to  see  and 
know  the  dangers  which  lie  about  our  pathway. 

In  this  a  commercial  age  when  the  chief  aim  of  our  life  is  the  pur- 
suit of  the  almighty  dollar,  there  is  danger  that  we  may  forget  the 
duty  which  we  owe  to  our  fellow  man.  The  practice  of  our  chosen 
calling  places  us  in  a  position  where  we  may  be  of  great  service  to 
humanity. 

Remember  that  there  are  higher  things  in  life  than  money  and  the 
music  made  by  the  ringing  of  a  cash  register  is  not  to  be  compared 
to  the  voice  of  gratitude  which  comes  from  those  whom  we  have  be- 
friended. 
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CONSERVATION"  OF  DRUGS  IN  STORE  AND 
STOCK-ROOM.

In  selecting  this  theme  for  a  short  essay  I  am  mindful  of  the  fact 
that  the  points  which  I  wish  to  bring  out  are  not  new  to  most  of  you 
of  ripe  experience,  but  if  it  comes  to  the  attention  of  some  of  the 
younger  members  of  the  profession,  and  my  suggestions  should  prove 
of  value  to  such,  my  aim  will  be  well-served,  and  my  efforts  well 
repaid. 

It  is  our  business  to  deal  in  drugs  for  profit,  and  it  is  one  of  the 
contingencies  of  this  business  that  some  of  our  wares  lie  in  stock 
many  months,  before  the  last  of  a  consignment  is  disposed  of,  and  so 
the  question  of  their  conservation  with  least  possible  deterioration 
while  in  stock  becomes  an  important  one. 

In  supplying  the  store  with  a  stock  of  drugs  the  pharmacist's  first 
consideration  should  of  course,  be  the  quality  and  purity  of  every- 
thing received  and  offered  for  sale,  for  nothing  else  is  quite  so  neces- 
sary to  success  as  a  reputation  for  quality. 

The  goods  should  be  carefully  examined  when  received,  and  if  found 
acceptable,  the  next  thought  should  be,  "How  can  they  be  best  stored 
to  retain  their  quality  and  freshness  until  sold?" 

This  question  is  of  no  small  importance,  especially  in  the  case  of 
certain  crude  drugs  which  are  particularly  susceptable  of  deterioration. 

We  all  know  that  it  is  the  nature  of  some  drugs  to  deteriorate 
rapidly,  while  many  retain  their  properties  unimpaired  for  years  if 
properly  kept,  and  given  a  little  attention  from  time  to  time. 

When  the  goods  come  in  they  should  be  carefully  examined  as  to 
their  identity  and  quality.  In  the  case  of  herbs,  roots,  etc.,  all  foreign 
matter,  as  small  stones,  slivers  of  wood,  blades  of  grass,  etc.,  which  are 
often  present,  should  be  carefully  removed.  Leaves  should  be  deprived 
of  the  thick,  inert  stems  which  may  be  present. 

After  this  has  been  done  I  suggest  that  botanic  drugs  be  never  kept 
loose  in  wooden  drawers,  but  first  put  into  a  tin  which  fits  into  the 
drawer,  or  into  a  glass  jar  which  will  either  be  kept  in  the  drawer  or 
on  the  shelf.  These  tins  are  usually  in  sufficient  supply  in  all  stores. 
I  have  found  six  pound  mustard  cans,  five  pound  coca  tins,  and  all 
sizes  of  quinine  tins,  and  candy  jars,  hospital  size  malted  milk  jars 
and  chewing  gum  jars  very  useful  for  this  purpose. 

Botanical  Drugs  should  always  be  kept  in  a  dry  place  not  exposed 
to  direct  sun  light,  and  if  they  had  been  properly  dried  before  received 
will  not  be  subject  to  mould,  unless  stored  in  basement,  or  close  to  the 
floor. 
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With  the  best  care,  however,  some  of  our  drugs  are  subject  to 
attack  by  worms  and  bugs.  Among  the  latter  I  may  mention  Angelica, 
Calumba,  Gentiana  Levisticum,  Glycyrrhiza,  and  Zingiberis  of  the 
roots  and  rhizomes,  and  it  is  impossible  to  prevent  this  if  they  remain 
in  a  stock  a  long  time. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  tuft  of  absorbent  cotton  saturated  with 
chloroform  be  put  into  the  container  holding  the  drug  will  do  much  to 
preserve  the  contents  from  inroads  by  vermin. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  semi-annual  examination  of  this  class  of  goods 
be  made,  preferably  in  spring  and  fall.  The  roots,  barks,  herbs,  etc., 
being  spread  on  a  sieve  or  sheet  of  paper  on  a  dry  day,  out  of  doors 
if  possible;  exposed  to  the  air  a  short  time;  the  defective  portions 
discarded,  and  the  balance  put  back  in  place.  I  believe  such  an  airing 
and  cleansing  is  very  beneficial  even  though  there  be  no  deterioration 
observable,  and  when  these  drugs  are  kept  loose  in  drawers  a  treat- 
ment of  this  kind  every  three  to  six  months  would  seem  to  me  im- 
perative to  their  proper  preservation.  We  should  bear  in  mind  that 
the  ordinary  fixture-drawer  allows  of  the  collection  of  much  dust  on 
the  contents,  and  this  should  be  removed  from  time  to  time  by  airing 
and  agitation  out  of  doors  as  heretofore  stated  on  sieve  or  paper. 

An  additional  reason  in  favor  of  storing  in  tins  or  glass,  of  many, 
drugs  as  barks,  flowers,  herbs,  leaves,  roots,  seeds,  etc.,  is  that  not  a 
few  of  them  depend  on  their  constituents  of  etherial  oil  and  other 
volatile  principles  for  their  medicinal  virtues,  and  this  mode  of  keep- 
ing them  enables  them  to  hold  their  properties  much  longer  than  if 
exposed  to  the  air  in  wooden  drawers. 

The  modern  practice  of  buying  pressed  herbs  in  ready  packages 
does  not  seem  to  me  a  good  one.  While  it  saves  time  in  weighing 
and  wrapping,  this  saving  is  at  the  expense  of  quality  and  purity. 
Rarely  if  ever,  is  the  necessary  care  employed  to  remove  all  foreign 
matter  from  the  drug  before  pressing  and  cutting  into  package  size. 
Herbs  and  leaves  bought  in  bulk  are  usually  of  better  quality  and 
more  carefully  selected  than  those  which  come  already  pressed  and 
packed. 

Powdered  drugs  also  should  never  be  kept  loose  in  drawers  or  bins 
unless  these  are  supplied  with  tight-fitting  covers.  Here  also  the  tin, 
and  glass  jar  is  best,  and  the  semi-annual  inspection  of  the  less  sale- 
able kinds  should  be  practiced.  It  is  very  embarrassing  when  having 
a  call  for  powdered  elm  bark  to  find  your  stock  worm-eaten  and  unfit 
for  sale,  or  your  powdered  fennel  seed  mouldy  and  inert. 

Before  passing  from  the  subject  of  botanical  drugs  I  would  mention 
that  I  have  kept  loose  peppermint  herb  for  two  years,  and  arnica 
flowers  five  years  without  any  sensible  loss  of  their  freshness. 

Among  the  animal  drugs  perhaps  the  most  susceptable  of  deteriora- 
tion is  Cantharis.     It  has  been  suggested  that  a  small  piece  of  cam- 
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phor  dropped  into  the  Cantharis  bottle  will  preserve  it  much  longer, 
and  I  think  it  should  be  well  protected  from  light. 

Chemicals  should  whenever  possible,  be  kept  in  glass  containers, 
and  never  in  direct  sun-light.  While  the  light  may  not  injure  some, 
there  are  many  which  are  more  or  less  decomposed  by  the  sun's  rays, 
prominent  among  which  are  the  Iodine  and  Mercury  compounds.  In 
the  case  of  the  Iodine  compounds,  however,  I  have  found  that  the 
syrup  of  Ferrous  Iodide  will  keep  perfectly  if  exposed  to  direct  sun- 
light, and  therefore  always  keep  it  in  the  window  in  small  completely 
filled  vials. 

For  the  general  line  of  chemicals  I  much  favor  light  amber  or  light 
blue  bottles  as  a  protection  from  light.  The  heavier  and  cruder  kinds 
are  best  kept  in  well  covered  drawers  near  the  floor,  or  in  tight  well- 
closed  barrels  in  the  basement.  Several  in  this  class,  such  as  Copperas, 
Sal  Soda,  Sulphate  of  Magnesia,  etc.,  are  efflorescent,  and  lose  a  portion 
of  their  water  of  crystallization  when  stored  in  a  dry  place.  It  is 
therefore  advisable  to  keep  these  goods  near  the  floor  or  in  the  base- 
ment as  they  are  usually  stocked  in  quantities  too  large  to  keep  in 
glass,  and  tins  would  rust. 

Fid.  Extracts,  Tinctures  and  Liquid  Preparations  generally  are  also 
best  kept  in  amber  bottles  away  from  light,  the  same  holds  good  for 
Pills  and  Tablets. 

In  dispensing  liquids,  they  should  be  poured  fro'm  the  side  of  the 
container  opposite  the  label  so  any  drop  which  may  remain  on  lip  of 
bottle,  may  not  run  down  the  side  and  soil  the  label,  though  it  is  easy 
enough  to  touch  off  this  drop  with  the  stopper  before  replacing  same. 

Labels  should  be  plainly  written,  kept  clean,  and  renewed  whenever 
the  writing  becomes  indistinct. 

Acids,  chloroform,  Collodion,  ethers  and  essential  oils  should  be 
accorded  the  coolest,  darkest  place  convenient  in  the  store,  and  the 
last  mentioned  are  best  kept  in  small,  well-filled  bottles  as  this  class  of 
oils  is  subject  to  rapid  change  when  exposed  to  air  and  light,  becoming 
terebinthinate  and  unfit  for  internal  use. 

It  would  seem  a  good  idea  to  keep  the  dispensing  bottle  of  certain 
of  these  oils  as  Anise,  Fennel,  Lemon  and  Orange  filled  by  adding 
water  as  the  oil  is  dispensed,  the  water  being  at  the  bottom  will  not 
interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  the  oil. 

When  dispensing  solid  extracts,  or  ointments  they  should  not 
be  dug  out  of  the  center  of  the  jar,  leaving  deep  holes  and  an  uneven 
surface,  but  keep  it  down  from  the  sides  and  leave  a  solid  bulk  with 
the  surfarce  as  level  and  smooth  as  possible,  without,  of  course, 
losing  much  time  over  it.  With  a  proper  spatula  the  extract  or  oint- 
ment can  usually  be  removed  from  the  container  so  that  very  little 
or  no  trimming  of  the  balance  is  necessary.    This  method  allows  of  the 
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least  exposure  to  air  and  prevents  hardening  or  deterioration,  besides 
being  orderly. 

In  conclusion  let  me  express  my  unqualified  approval  of  the  good  old 
custom  of  going  over  the  entire  store  with  sponge  and  towel  once  each 
month.  Dust  will  settle  on  everything,  and  should  be  removed  regular- 
ly and  frequently.  Around  the  necks  of  bottles  there  usually  accum- 
ulates a  little  residue  of  tincture,  syrup  or  other  preparation  from 
pouring  out  the  liquid.  This  dries,  dust  adheres  to  it,  until  it  becomes 
an  unsightly  and  unsanitary  incrustation,  which  should  be  frequently 
washed   off. 

Cleanliness  should  be  our  watchword  at  all  times. 

It  is  as  important  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  the  proper  conservation 
of  your  stock  as  it  is  to  discriminate  in  the  selection  of  the  kind, 
quality  and  quantity  of  your  purchases,  for  goods  well-bought  can  not 
be  sold  unless  they  have  been  so  conserved  as  to  retain  their  virtues 
and   freshness.

To  His  Excellency,  William   Walton  Kitchin,  Governor: 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  North  Carolina  Pharmacy  Law  I  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  North 
Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1912.

PROSECUTIONS 

The  case  of  the 

State  vs.  IV.  A.  Rivenbark 

of  Burgaw,  who  was  indicted  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Pender 
County  at  the  March,  191 1,  term,  terminated  in  the  disappearance  of  the 
defendant.  The  Inspector  having  gotten  a  true  bill,  as  reported  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  attended  the  August,  191 1,  term  of  said 
Court  to  see  that  Rivenbark  was  prosecuted,  but  when  he  arrived 
found  that  the  said  defendant  had  skipped  and  could  not  be  found. 
The  case  of  the 

State  vs.  D,  B.  Roscborough 

of  Cleveland,  Rowan  County,  who  was  indicted  as  a  general  dealer 
for  selling  morphine  and  thus  violating  the  Anti-Narcotic  Law,  was 
tried  in  the  Recorder's  Court  of  Salisbury.  The  said  Roseborough 
plead  guilty  and  the  case  was  dismissed  upon  payment  of  costs  and  the 
party  put  under  bond  to  strictly  comply  with  the  law  in  the  future. 

A  large  number  of  minor  violations  have  been  adjusted  by  corres- 
pondence and  visitations  without  resort  to  the  courts.  The  profession 
and  the  public  at  large  hear  of  only  a  few  of  these  and  would,  I  am 
sure,  be  surprised  to  know  how  many  there  are. 

They  hear  only  of  those  that  are  put  into  the  courts  and  they  are 
comparatively  few.  Your  Inspector  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Board  consider  it  best  to  resort  to  the  courts  only  when  other  means 
fail.  He  is  constantly  making  trips  of  inspection,  and  doing  every- 
thing that  our  finances  will  permit  for  the  good  of  the  profession. 

The  sales  of  opium,  morphine  and  laudanum,  I  am  glad  to  report, 
have  greatly  decreased.  Especially  is  this  true  in  regard  to  laudanum. 
Druggists  who  used  to  make  and  have  on  hand  gallons  of  this  at  a 
time  only  handle  it  now  by  the  pint  or  quart.  Its  sale  by  the  general 
merchants  in  the  country  stores  has  been  almost  entirely  stopped. 
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There  are  still  a  few  in  the  State  who  are,  I  believe,  violating  the 
law  in  the  sale  of  morphine,  but  I  feel  sure  it  is  only  a  matter  of 
time  when  we  shall  catch  up  with  them  and  they  will  be  punished.  We 
still  have,  also,  some  violations  in  regard  to  cocaine.  A  part  of  this 
trouble  comes  from  the  prescribing  of  it  by  some  physicians,  not  only  to 
habitues,  but  to  a  low  class  of  whites  and  negroes  who  get  it  in  this 
way  to  peddle  to  others,  both  whites  and  negroes,  but  mostly  the 
latter.   I  hope  we  will  be  able  to  arrange  soon  some  way  to  stop  this. 

We  call  upon  alltmunicipal  authorities  and  all  law-abiding  citizens 
to  help  us  shut  out  this  terrible  evil  which  is  destroying  so  many  of 
our  people  and  causing  so  many  to  commit  crimes  who  would  not 
do  so  if  not  under  the  influence  of  these  drugs.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 


BY-LAWS 


The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  Tuesday  of  the  week  in  which 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  holds  its  annual  meet- 
ing and  in  the  same  place.  Other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
such  times  and  places  as  are  chosen  at  any  of  these  meetings. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  when  called  by  the  President,  or  on 
written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  be  stated  in  the  call.  At  special  meetings,  only  the 
business  stated  in  the  call  shall  be  considered. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President  and  a  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. The  terms  of  these  officers  shall  run  through  the 
period  of  their  membership  of  the  Board,  unless  the  Board  should 
desire  to  end  the  terms  of  either  or  both  sooner. 

The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  business  and 
examinations,  and  with  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  report  at  every 
regular  meeting  the  matters  that  have  had  attention  since  the  last 
meeting. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be  the  executive  officer  to  perform 
such  duties  as  are  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  such 
others  as  the  Board  from  time  to  time  may  direct.  At  every  regular 
meeting  he  shall  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  approval,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  a  complete  finan- 
cial statement  of  the  past  fiscal  year's  business.  He  shall  furnish  bond 
in  an  approved  surety  company  for  one  thousand  dollars,  the  pre- 
miums to  be  paid  by  the  Board,  for  the  faithful  collection  and  dis- 
bursing of  all  funds  coming  into  and  passing  from  his  hands.  The 
bond  should  be  filed  with  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  President. 
He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Board,  and 
at  each  annual  meeting  present  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  in  his 
care.  This  responsibility  of  a  Secretary-Treasurer  going  out  of  office 
shall  not  be  ended  until  he  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  receipt  from 
his  successor  for  said  property. 

No  By-Law  or  Rule  of  the  Board  shall  be  added,  changed  or  sus- 
pended without  the  concurrence  of  three  members  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing.

RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
BOARD  OF  PHARMACY 

Examinations  shall  be  mainly  written  and  divided  under  three  heads, 
namely : 

i.  Materia  Medica,  Posology,  and  Toxicology,  with  identification  of 
vegetable  and  animal  drugs. 

2.  Practice  of  Pharmacy,  including  prescription  criticism  and  read- 
ing, with  identification  of  galenicals. 

3.  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  with  identification  of  chemicals. 

Written  questions  shall  be  arranged  as  nearly  as  practicable  into  ten 
main  questions  under  each  head,  with  sub-questions. 

For  the  purpose  of  grading  or  rating,  answers  to  questions  shall  be 
valued  by  marks  or  points  based  on  their  importance,  as  determined 
by  the  judgment  of  the  examiner. 

A  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  with  not  less  than  fifty 
per  cent  under  any  head  or  department,  shall  be  required  to  pass. 

No  application  for  registration,  license  or  permit,  shall  be  consid- 
ered, unless  made  out,  and  duly  sworn  to,  upon  the  official  form  of 
the  Board,  and  accompanied  by  the  required  fee. 


EXAMINATION 

Held  at  Waynesville,  June  21,  1912. 

The  following  is  published  in  order  to  show  the  scope  and  grade  of 
examinations  of  the   Board. 

In  order  to  pass,  a  general  average  of  75  per  cent,  with  a  minimum 
limit  of  50  per  cent  in  any  of  the  three  branches,  is  required.

AN  ACT  TO  REVISE,  CONSOLIDATE  AND  AMEND 
THE  PHARMACY  LAW. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  i.  That  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  the  persons  composing  the  same,  shall 
continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase 
and  hold  real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and 
to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  such  other  things  and 
perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  corpor- 
ate and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  object  of  said  Association  is  to 
unite  the  pharmacists  and  druggists  of  this  State  for 
mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement,  to  en- 
courage scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  tal- 
ent, to  elevate  the  standard  of  professional  thought  and 
ultimately  restrict  the  pratice  of  pharmacy  to  properly 
qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.  3.  That  every  person  who  shall  engage  in  the 
sale  of  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and 
medicines  he  may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception 
of  those  sold  in  original  pacakages  of  the  manufac- 
turers, and  also  those  known  as  "patent  or  proprietary 
medicines;"  and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate,  or 
cause  to  be  adulterated,  or  exposed  to  sale,  knowing  the 
same  to  be  adulterated,  any  drugs,  chemicals  or  medical 
preparations,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
in  addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from 
the  register  of  licensed  pharmacists,  provided  he  be  a 
licensed  pharmacist. 

SEC  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not 
licensed  as  a  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act  to  conduct  or  manage  any  pharmacy,  drug  or  chem- 
ical store,  apothecary  shop  or  other  place  of  business 
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Unlawful  for  own- 
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for  the  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  of  any 
drugs,  chemicals  or  poison,  or  for  the  compounding  of 
physicians'  prescriptions,  or  to  keep  exposed  for  sale 
at  retail  any  drugs,  chemicals  or  poison,  except  as  here- 
inafter provided,  or  for  any  person  not  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  to  com- 
pound, dispense  or  sell  at  retail  any  drug,  chemical, 
poison  or  pharmaceutical  preparation  upon  the  pre- 
scription of  a  physician  or  otherwise,  or  to  compound 
physicians'  prescriptions  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  a  person  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist  under  this  act.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  owner  or  manager  of  a  pharmacy  or  drug 
store  or  other  place  of  business  to  cause  or  permit  any 
other  than  a  person  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  to  com- 
pound, dispense  or  sell  at  retail  any  drug,  medicine  or 
poison  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  a  person  licensed  as  a  pharmacist :  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  interfere  with  any  legally  registered  prac- 
titioner of  medicine  in  the  compounding  of  his  own 
prescriptions,  nor  with  the  exclusively  wholesale  busi- 
ness of  any  dealer  who  shall  be  licensed  as  a  pharma- 
cist or  who  shall  keep  in  his  employ  at  least  one  person 
who  is  licensed  as  a  pharmacist,  nor  with  the  selling  at 
retail  of  non-poisonous  domestic  remedies,  nor  with  the 
sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  preparations  which  do  not 
contain  poisonous  ingredients,  nor  with  the  sale  of  poi- 
sonous substances  which  are  sold  exclusively  for  use 
in  the  arts  or  for  use  as  insecticides  when  such  sub- 
stances are  sold  in  unbroken  packages  bearing  a  label 
having  plainly  printed  upon  it  the  name  of  the  contents, 
the  word  "Poison,"  the  vignette  of  the  skull  and  cross 
bones  and  the  name  of  at  least  two  readily  obtainable 
antidotes  :  Provided,  further,  That  in  any  village  of 
not  more  than  five  hundred  inhabitants  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  may  grant  any  legally  registered  practicing 
physician  a  permit  to  conduct  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy 
in  such  village,  which  permit  shall  not  be  valid  in  any 
other  village  than  the  one  for  which  it  was  granted, 
and  shall  cease  and  terminate  when  the  population  of 
the  village  for  which  such  permit  was  granted  shall 
become  greater  than  five  hundred:  And  provided  far- 
ther, That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  may,  after  due  in- 
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vestigation,  grant  to  any  legally  registered  practicing 
physician  in  towns  or  villages  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred,  and  not  exceeding  six  hundred  inhabitants,  a 
permit  to  conduct  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy  in  such 
town  or  village  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  consist  of 
five  persons  licensed  as  pharmacists  within  this  State, 
who  shall  be  elected  and  commissioned  by  the  Governor 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  members  of  the  present  Board  of 
Pharmacy  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of 
their  respective  terms,  and  the  rules,  regulations  and 
by-laws  of  said  board,  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  continue  in 
effect. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation shall  annually  elect  a  resident  pharmacist 
from  its  number  to  fill  the  vacancy  annually  occurring 
in  said  Board,  and  the  pharmacist  so  elected  shall  be 
commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  shall  hold  the  office 
for  the  term  of  five  years  and  until  his  successor  has 
been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of  death,  resig- 
nation or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of 
said  Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  said  board  shall  elect  in 
his  place  a  pharmacist  who  is  a  member  of  said  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  who  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  Governor  as  a  member  of  the  said 
Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy, within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  notification  of  his 
appointment  and  commission,  to  appear  before  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  he 
resides  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  properly  and 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  according 
to  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  organize  by 
the  election  of  a  president  and  a  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, both  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  said  board, 
and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified.  The  Secretary 
and  treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  board,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  according  to  law, 
and  said  bond  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  North  Car- 
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olina  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  approved  by  the  president 
of  said  Board.  The  said  board  shall  hold  an  annual 
meeting  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  provide  by 
rule  for  the  examination  of  candidates  and  for  the  dis- 
charge of  such  other  business  as  may  legally  come 
before  it  and  said  board  may  hold  such  additional 
meetings  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  examination  of 
candidates  and  for  the  discharge  of  any  other  business. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  have  a 
common  seal,  and  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
*define  and  designate  non-poisonous  domestic  remedies, 
adopt  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  regula- 
tion of  its  proceedings,  and  for  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  imposed  under  this  act,  and  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  employ  an  attorney  to  conduct  prosecutions 
and  to  assist  in  the  conduct  of  prosecutions  under  this 
act,  and  for  any  other  purposes  which  said  board 
may  deem  necessary.  The  said  Board  of  Pharmacy 
shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings  and  a  register  of 
all  persons  to  whom  certificates  of  license  as  pharma- 
cists and  permits  have  been  issued,  and  of  all  renew- 
als thereof;  and  the  books  and  register  of  the  said 
board,  or  a  copy  of  any  part  thereof,  certified  by  the 
secretary,  attested  by  the  seal  of  said  board,  shall  be 
taken  and  accepted  as  competent  evidence  in  all  the 
courts  of  the  State.  The  said  Board  of  Pharmacy 
shall  make  annually  to  the  Governor  and  to  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  written  reports 
of  its  proceedings,  and  of  its  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments under  this  act  and  of  all  persons  licensed 
to  practice  as  pharmacists  in  this  State.  A  majority 
of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  all  business. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  board  and  shall  be  paid  his  necessary  expenses 
while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties. 
The  other  members  of  the  said  board  shall  receive  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  actually  employed  in 
the  discharge  of  their  official  duty  and  their  necessary

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expenses  while  engaged  therein :  Provided,  That  the 
compensation  and  expenses  of  the  secretary  and  mem- 
bers of  the  said  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  all  disburse- 
ments for  expenses  incurred  by  the  said  board  in  car- 
rying into  effect  and  executing  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  from  and  out  of  the  fees  received  by 
the  said  board. 

SEC.  ii.  Upon  information  that  any  provision  of  this 
act  has  been  or  is  being  violated,  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  promptly  make  investigations 
of  such  matters,  and,  upon  probable  cause  appearing, 
shall  file  complaint  and  prosecute  the  offender.  All 
fines  and  penalties  prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  re- 
coverable by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the 
State. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  en- 
titled to  charge  and  collect  the  following  fees :  For  the 
examination  of  an  applicant  for  license  as  a  pharma- 
cist, five  dollars ;  for  renewing  the  license  as  a  pharma- 
cist, two  dollars ;  for  issuing  a  permit  to  a  physician  to 
conduct  a  drug  store  in  a  village  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  inhabitants,  three  dollars ;  for  the  renewal  of 
permit  to  a  physician  to  conduct  a  drug  store  in  a  vil- 
lage of  not  more  than  five  hundred  inhabitants,  two 
dollars.  All  fees  shall  be  paid  before  any  applicant 
may  be  admitted  to  examination  or  his  name  placed 
upon  the  register  of  pharmacists,  or  before  any  license 
or  permit  or  any  renewal  thereof  may  be  issued  by  the 
said  board. 

Sec.  13.  That  every  person  now  licensed  or  regis- 
tered as  a  pharmacist  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
shall  be  entitled  to  continue  in  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  his 
certificate  of  registration  or  license  was  issued.  Every 
person  who  shall  hereafter  desire  to  be  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  an  application,  duly  verified  under  oath,  set- 
ting forth  the  name  and  age  of  the  applicant,  the 
place  or  places  at  which  and  the  time  he  has  spent  in 
the  study  of  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  the  ex- 
perience in  the  compounding  of  physician's  prescrip- 
tions which  the  applicant  has  had  under  the  direction 
of  a  legally  licensed  pharmacist,  and  such  applicant 
shall    appear    at    a   time    and    place    designated    by   the 
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Board  of  Pharmacy  and  submit  to  an  examination  as 
to  his  qualification  for  registration  as  a  licensed  phar- 
macist. The  application  hereinafter  referred  to  shall 
be  prepared  and  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Sec.  14.  That  in  order  to  become  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  an  appli- 
cant shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  years  of  age,  he 
shall  present  to  the  board  satisfactory  evidence  that  he 
has  had  three  years'  experience  in  pharmacy  under  the 
instruction  of  a  licensed  pharmacist,  and  he  shall  also 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy:  Provided,  however,  That  in  the  case  of 
persons  who  have  attended  a  reputable  school  or  college 
of  pharmacy  the  actual  time  of  attendance  at  such 
school  or  college  of  pharmacy  may  be  deducted  from 
the  time  of  experience  required,  but  in  no  case  shall 
less  than  two  years'  experience  be  required  for  a  reg- 
istration  as  a  licensed   pharmacist. 

Sec.  15.  That  if  an  applicant  for  license  as  a  phar- 
macist has  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  the 
two  preceding  sections,  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall 
enroll  his  name  upon  the  register  of  pharmacists  and 
issue  to  him  a  license  which  shall  entitle  him  to  prac- 
tice as  a  pharmacist  up  to  the  first  day  of  September 
next  ensuing,  as  provided  in  this  act  for  the  annual 
renewal   of   every   registration. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  issue 
license  to  practice  as  pharmacists  in  this  State,  without 
examination,  to  such  persons  as  have  been  legally  regis- 
tered or  licensed  as  pharmacists  by  other  Boards  of 
Pharmacy :  Provided,  That  the  applicant  for  such  li- 
cense shall  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  same 
qualifications  as  are  required  from  licentiates  in  this 
State,  and  that  he  was  registered  or  licensed  by  exam- 
ination by  such  other  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  that 
the  standard  of  competence  required  by  such  Board  of 
Pharmacy  is  not  lower  than  that  required  in  this  State: 
Provided,  further,  That  applicants  for  license  under 
this  section  shall,  with  their  application,  forward  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  the  same  fees  as 
are  required  of  other  candidates  for  license. 

Sec.  17.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  refuse  to 
grant  a  license  to  any  person  guilty  of  felony  or  gross 
immorality,  or  who  is  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcoholic 
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liquors  or  narcotic  drugs  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render 
him  unfit  to  practice  pharmacy;  and  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy may,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  revoke  a  li- 
cense for  like  cause  or  any  license  which  has  been  pro- 
cured by  fraud. 

Sec.  18.  That  every  certificate  or  license  to  practice 
as  a  pharmacist,  and  every  permit  to  a  practicing  phy- 
sician to  conduct  a  pharmacy  or  drug  store  in  a  village 
of  not  more  than  five  hundred  inhabitants,  and  every 
last  renewal  of  such  license  or  permit  shall  be  conspic- 
uously exposed  in  the  pharmacy  or  drug  store  or  place 
of  business  which  the  pharmacist,  or  other  person 
to  whom  it  is  issued,  is  the  owner  or  manager,  or  in 
which  he  is  employed.  Every  licensed  pharmacist  who 
desires  to  continue  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and 
every  physician  holding  a  permit  to  sell  drugs  in  a  vil- 
lage of  not  more  than  five  hundred  inhabitants  shall, 
within  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  his 
license  or  permit,  file  with  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  an  application  for  the  re- 
newal thereof,  which  application  shall  be  accompanied 
by  the   fee  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

Sec.  19.  That  if  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  find 
that  an  applicant  has  been  legally  licensed  in  this 
State,  and  is  entitled  to  a  renewal  thereof,  or  to  a 
renewal  of  a  permit,  it  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate 
attesting  that  fact.  And  if  any  pharmacist  shall  fail, 
for  a  period  of  sixty  days  after  the  expiration  of  his 
license  to  make  application  to  the  Board  for  its  renewal, 
his  name  shall  be  erased  from  the  register  of  licensed 
pharmacists,  and  such  person,  in  order  to  again  become 
registered  as  a  licensed  pharmacist  shall  be  required  to 
pay  the  same  fee  as  in  the  case  of  original  registration. 
And  if  any  holder  of  a  permit  to  sell  drugs  in  a  village 
of  not  more  than  five  hundred  inhabitants  shall  fail,  for 
a  period  of  sixty  days  after  the  expiration  of  his  per- 
mit, to  make  application  for  the  renewal  thereof,  his 
name  shall  be  erased  from  the  register  of  persons  hold- 
ing such  permits,  and  he  may  be  restored  thereto  only 
upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  required  for  the  granting 
of  original  permit.  The  registration  of  every  license 
and  every  permit  issued  by  the  Board  shall  expire  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  August  next  ensuing  the  grant- 
ing thereof. 
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["Provided,  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, shall  have  the  power  to  issue  a  license  or  per- 
mit, or  renewals  thereof,  to  any  person  whose  license 
or  permit,  has  been  revoked  by  operation  of  law  or  by 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  or  whose  renewal  thereof  has 
been  refused  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  after  the  ex- 
piration of  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  revocation 
of  license  or  permit,  or  refusal  of  a  renewal  thereof, 
upon  satisfactory  proof  that  such  person  is  entitled 
to  such  license  or  permit,  or  to  a  renewal  thereof."] 

Sec.  20.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
sell  or  deliver  to  any  person  any  of  the  following  de- 
scribed substances  or  any  poisonous  compound,  combi- 
nation or  preparation  thereof,  to-wit :  The  compounds 
and  salts  of  arsenic,  antimony,  lead,  mercury,  silver 
and  zinc,  oxalic  and  hydrocyanic  acids  and  their  salts, 
the  concentrated  mineral  acids,  carbolic  acid,  the  essen- 
tial oils  of  almonds,  pennyroyal,  tansy  and  savine,  cro- 
ton-oil,  creosote,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  canthar- 
ides,  or  any  aconite,  belladonna,  bitter  almonds,  colchi- 
cum,  cotton  root,  conium,  cannabis  indica,  digitalis,  hy- 
oscyamus,  nux  vomica,  opium,  ergot,  stramonium,  or 
any  of  the  poisonous  alkaloids  or  alkaloidal  salts  or 
other  poisonous  principles  derived  from  the  foregoing, 
or  cocaine  or  any  other  poisonous  alkaloids  or  their 
salts,  or  any  other  virulent  poisons,  except  in  the  man- 
ner following:  It  shall  first  be  learned  by  due  inquiry 
that  the  person  to  whom  delivery  is  made  is  aware  of 
the  poisonous  character  of  the  substance,  and  that  it  is 
desired  for  a  lawful  purpose,  and  the  box,  bottle  or 
other  package  shall  be  plainly  labeled  with  the  name  of 
the  substance,  the  word  "Poison,"  and  the  name  of  the 
person  or  firm  dispensing  the  substance.  And  before 
a  delivery  is  made  of  any  of  the  following  substances, 
to-wit,  the  compounds  and  salts  of  arsenic,  antimony 
and  mercury,  hydrocyanic  acid  and  its  salts,  strych- 
nine and  its  salts,  and  the  essential  oil  of  bitter  al- 
monds, there  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  the 
purpose  the  name  of  the  article,  the  quantity  delivered, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  required  as  represented  by 
the  purchaser,  the  date  of  delivery,  the  name  and  ad-

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dress  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  of  the  dispenser,  which 
book  shall  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years  and  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  proper  of- 
ficers of  the  law :  Provided,  however,  That  the  forego- 
ing provision  shall  not  apply  to  articles  dispensed  upon 
the  order  of  persons  believed  by  the  dispenser  to  be 
lawfully  authorized  practitioners  of  medicine  or  dent- 
istry: And  provided  also,  That  the  record  of  sale  and 
delivery  above  mentioned  shall  not  be  required  of  man- 
ufacturers and  wholesalers  who  shall  sell  any  of  the 
foregoing  substances  at  wholesale;  but  the  box,  bottle 
or  other  package  containing  such  substances,  when  sold 
at  wholesale,  shall  be  properly  labeled  with  the  name  of 
the  substance,  the  word  "Poison,"  and  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler:  Provided, 
further,  That  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  place  a  poison 
label  upon  or  to  record  the  delivery  of  the  sulphide 
of  antimony  or  the  oxide  or  carbonate  of  zinc  or  lead, 
or  of  colors  ground  in  oil  and  intended  for  use  as  paint, 
or  Paris  green,  when  dispensed  in  the  original  pack- 
age of  the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler,  or  calomel, 
paregoric,  or  other  preparations  of  opium  containing 
less  than  two  grains  of  opium  to  the  fluid  ounce,  nor  in 
the  case  of  preparations  containing  any  of  the  sub- 
stances named  in  this  section  when  in  a  single  box, 
bottle  or  other  package,  or  when  the  bulk  of  two  fluid 
ounces  or  the  weight  of  two  avoirdupois  ounces  does 
not  contain  more  than  an  adult  medicinal  dose  of  such 
poisonous  substance. 

Sec.  21.  That  every  proprietor  or  manager  of  a  drug 
store  or  pharmacy  shall  keep  in  his  place  of  business 
a  suitable  book  or  file,  in  which  shall  be  preserved  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  the  original  of  every 
prescription  compounded  or  dispensed  at  such  drug 
store  or  pharmacy.  Upon  the  request  of  the  prescrib- 
ing physician,  or  of  the  person  for  whom  such  pre- 
scription was  compounded  or  dispensed,  the  proprietor 
or  manager  of  such  drug  store  or  pharmacy  shall  fur- 
nish a  true  and  correct  copy  of  such  prescription,  and 
said  book  or  file  of  original  prescriptions  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of 
duly  authorized  officers  of  the  law  or  other  persons 
authorized  and  directed  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to 
make  such  inspection  and  examination. 
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Sec.  22.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
not  legally  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  to  take,  use  or 
exhibit  the  title  of  pharmacist  or  licensed  or  registered 
pharmacist,  or  the  title  druggist  or  apothecary,  or  any 
other  title,  name  or  description  of   like  import. 

SEC.  23.  That  any  person,  not  being  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist,  who  shall  conduct  or  manage  any  drug 
store,  pharmacy  or  other  place  of  business  for  the  com- 
pounding, dispensing  or  sale  at  retail  of  any  drugs, 
medicines  or  poisons,  or  for  the  compounding  of 
physicians'  prescriptions  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  section  four  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  each  week  such  drug 
store  or  pharmacy  or  other  place  of  business  is  so  un- 
lawfully conducted  shall  lie  held  to  constitute  a  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  offense. 

Sec.  24.  That  any  person  not  being  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist,  who  shall  compound,  dispense  or  sell  at 
retail  any  drug,  medicine,  poison  or  pharmaceutical 
preparation,  either  upon  a  physician's  prescription  or 
otherwise,  and  any  person  being  the  owner  or  manager 
of  a  drug  store,  pharmacy  or  other  place  of  business, 
who  shall  cause  or  permit  any  one  not  licensed  as  a 
pharmacist  to  dispense,  sell  at  retail  or  compound  any 
drug,  medicine,  poison  or  physician's  prescription  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  section  four  of  this  act,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  25.  That  any  license  or  permit  or  renewal 
thereof,  obtained  through  fraud  or  by  any  fraudulent 
or  false  representations,  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect 
in  law.  Any  person  who  shall  make  any  fraudulent  or 
false  representations  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a 
license  or  permit,  or  renewal  thereof,  either  for  himself 
or  for  another,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-live  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  a  false  affi- 
davit or  any  other  false  or  fraudulent  representation 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  license  or  permit,  or  re- 
newal thereof,  either  for  himself  or  for  another,  shall 
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be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  like  punishment  as  is  now 
prescribed    for   the   crime   of   perjury. 

Sec.  26.  That  any  person  being  the  holder  of  a  li- 
cense or  permit  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  who  shall  fail  to  expose  such  license  or  permit,  or 
renewal  thereof,  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  the  place 
of  business  to  which  such  permit  or  license  relates,  or 
in  which  the  holder  thereof  is  employed,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  section  eighteen  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars,  and  each  day  that  such  license,  permit,  or 
renewal  thereof,  shall  not  be  exposed  shall  be  held  to 
constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense. 

Sec.  27.  That  any  person  being  a  holder  of  a  license 
or  permit  granted  under  this  act,  who  shall,  after  the 
expiration  of  such  license  or  permit,  and  without  re- 
newing the  same,  continue  to  carry  on  the  business  for 
which  such  license  or  permit  was  granted,  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  section  eighteen  of  this  act,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twen- 
ty-five dollars. 

Sec.  28.  That  any  person  who  shall  sell  or  deliver 
to  any  person  any  poisonous  substance  specified  in  sec- 
tion twenty  of  this  act,  without  labeling  the  same  and 
recording  the  delivery  thereof  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  said  section  twenty,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  29.  That  any  person,  not  being  legally  licensed 
as  a  pharmacist,  who  shall  take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title 
of  pharmacist,  licensed  or  registered  pharmacist,  drug- 
gist, apothecary  or  any  other  title,  name  or  description 
of  like  import,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section 
twenty-two  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  30.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 
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Sec.  31.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  i.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  sell,  furnish  or  give  away  any 
cocaine,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin, 
or  any  salt  or  compound  of  any  of  the  foregoing  sub- 
stances, or  any  preparation  or  compound  containing 
any  of  the  following  substances,  or  their  salts  or  com- 
pounds, except  upon  the  original  written  order  or  pre- 
scription of  a  lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medi- 
cine, dentistry,  or  veterinary  medicine,  which  order 
or  prescription  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain  the 
name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or,  if  ordered 
by  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine,  shall  state  the 
kind  of  animal  for  which  ordered,  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  person  giving  the  prescription  or  order.  Such 
written  order  or  prescription  shall  be  permanently 
retained  on  rile  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
who  shall  compound  or  dispense  the  article  ordered 
or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  compounded 
or  dispensed,  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the 
original  prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  com- 
pounding or  dispensing.  No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such 
written  order  or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  de- 
livered to  any  person  but  the  original  shall  at  all  times 
be  opened  to  the  inspection  by  the  prescriber  and  prop- 
erly authorized  officers  of  the  law:  Provided,  however, 
That  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  prepara- 
tions containing  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium 
or  not  more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  morphine,  or  not 
more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  heroin,  or  not  more 
than  one-eighth  grain  of  cocaine  or  not  more  than  one- 
eighth  grain  of  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  in  one  fluid 
ounce,   or,    if    a   solid   preparation,    in   one    avoirdupois 
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ounce :  Provided,  also,  That  the  above  provisions  shall 
not  apply  to  preparations  containing  opium  and  recom- 
mended and  sold  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea  and 
cholera,  each  bottle  or  package  of  which  is  accom- 
panied by  specific  directions  for  use,  and  a  caution 
against  habitual  use ;  nor  to  powder  of  ipecac  and 
opium,  commonly  known  as  "Dover's  Powder;"  nor  to 
liniments  nor  ointments  when  plainly  labeled  "For  ex- 
ternal use  only:"  And  provided  further,  That  the  above 
provision  shall  not  apply  to  sales  at  wholesale  by  job- 
bers, wholesalers  and  manufacturers,  to  retail  drug- 
gists or  qualified  physicians,  or  to  each  other,  nor  to 
sales  at  retail  by  retail  druggists  to  regular  practition- 
ers of  medicine,  dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine,  nor 
to  sales  made  to  manufacturers  of  proprietary  or  phar- 
maceutical preparations  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of 
such  preparations,  nor  to  sales  to  hospitals,  colleges, 
scientific  or  public  institutions. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner  of 
medicine,  dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  to  furnish 
to  or  prescribe  for  the  use  of  any  habitual  user  of 
the  same  any  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine, 
opium,  morphine,  or  any  salt  or  compound  of  any  of 
the  foregoing  substances  or  any  preparations  contain- 
ing any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
compounds.  And  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any 
practitioner  of  dentistry  to  prescribe  any  of  the  fore- 
going substances  for  any  person  not  under  his  treat- 
ment in  the  regular  practice  of  his  profession,  or  for 
any  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  to  prescribe 
any  of  the  foregoing  substances  for  the  use  of  any 
human  being:  Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any 
lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine  from  fur- 
nishing or  prescribing  in  good  faith  for  the  use  of  any 
habitual  user  of  narcotic  drugs  who  is  under  his  pro- 
fessional care  such  substances  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  their  treatment  when  such  prescriptions  are 
not  given  or  substances  furnished  for  the  purpose  of 
evading  the  provisions  of  this  act. 


Proviso :     further 
limitations 


Note — The  following  words  were  stricken  out  of  Section  1 
of  this  Act  by  the  Legislature  of  1909  :  2Vor  to  sales  at  retail 
hi/  retail  druggists  to  habitues  personally  known  as  such  to 
the  sellers. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  or  im- 
prisoned in  the  discretion  of  the  court;,  and  if  a 
licensed  pharmacist,  physician,  dentist,  or  veterinary 
surgeon,  his  license  shall  be  revoked.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  under  this  act  of  all  Judges  of  the  Superior 
Courts  in  this  State,  at  every  regular  term  thereof, 
to  charge  all  regular  impaneled  grand  juries  to  dili- 
gently inquire  into  and  investigate  all  cases  of  the 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  to  make 
a  true  presentment  of  all  persons  guilty  of  such  viola- 
cy  tions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
to  cause  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  No  prosecution  shall  be  brought 
for  the  sale  of  any  patent  or  proprietary  medicine  con- 
taining any  of  the  drugs  or  preparations  hereinbefore 
mentioned  until  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  certify 
that  such  medicine  contains  any  of  the  said  drugs  or 
preparations  in  excess  of  the  maximum  percentage 
hereinbefore   mentioned. 

Sec.  4.  In  any  proceedings  under  the  provision  of 
this  act  the  charge  may  be  brought  against  any  or  all 
of  the  members  of  a  partnership,  or  against  the  direc- 
tors or  executive  officers  of  a  corporation,  or  against 
the  agent  or  employee  of  any  person,  partnership  or 
corporation. 

Sec.  5.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification. 

In  the  General  Assembly  read  three  times,  and  rati- 
fied this  the  31st  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1907. 


Note — The  following  was  stricken  out  of  Section  3  of  this 
Act  by  the  Legislature  of  1909  :  For  the  first  offense  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  and  upon  conviction  for  a  second  offense  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  upon  conviction  for  a  third  offense  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  two,  and 
may  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  six 
months. 

The  words  printed  in  italics  in  said  section  were  passed 
as   an   amendment   in   lieu  of  that   stricken   out.
